This none daring to mind the King of, his 
Jeſter Archee made him ſenſible, by telling 
him, He came to change Caps with him. Why, 
ſaid the King ? Becauſe (replied Archee) Thou 
haft ſent the Prince into Spain, from whence 
He 3s never like to.returs, But (laid the King) 
what wilt thou ſay when thou ſeeſt Him come 
back again £ Marry, ſays the Jeſter, I will 
take off the Fools Cap which 1 now put upon thy 
Head for ſending Him thither, and put it on 
the King of Spain's for letting Hime return. 


This ſo awakened the King's apprehenſion 
of the Prince's danger, that it drove him in- 
to an exceeding Melancholy, from which he 
was never free till he was aflured of the - 
Prince's return to his own Dominions, which 
was his Fleet in the Sea: and that was not 
long after. For notwithſtanding the contraſts 
of his two prime Miniſters there , Bucking- 
ham and Briſtol, (which were ſufficient to a- 
maze an-ordinary prudence, and dilturb the 
counſels of ſo young a-beginner in the Mylſte- 
ries of Empire, and the Arts of experienced 


Spaniſh 
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_ Spaniſh Clergy , either for a Change of His 
Religion, or a Toleration of theirs; the 
Spleen of Olivares , whom Buckingham had 
exfaperated 5 He fo dexteroufly managed 
the Treaty of Marrizge, that all the Articles | 
. and. Circumſtances were ſolemnly ſworn to X# 

by both Kings. By a Civil Letter to the Pope } 
(which His Enemies Malice afterwards took as 
an occaſion of Slander): He procured a civil 
return , with the grant of a Diſpenſation ; 
baffled the hopes of their Clergy by His Con- 
ſtancy in his own Profeſſion, and vindicated 
it from the odious afperfions of their Priefts, 
by cauſing our Liturgie to be tranſlated into 
the Spaniſh Tongue z and by His generous 
miene enthralled the Infants , for whom He 
had expofed His Liberty. : 


\ Yet having an infight into the praftices of 
. that Court, that they would not put the Re-

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His only Siſters Tears, and therefore inclined + 
to a rupture. But concealing His Purpoſe, 
and diflembling His Knowledge of their De- 
figns, He conſalted His'own Safety and Re- 
turn, which his Fathers Letters commanded: 
which he ſo prudently acquired , that the 
King of Spaiz parted from Him with all thoſe 
endearments with which departing Friends 
ceremoniate their Farewels 3 having ſatisfied 
Him by a Proxie left with the Earl of Briſtol, 
to be delivered when the Diſpenſation was 
come, Which as ſoon as He was ſafe on Ship- 
board , by a private expreſs he commanded 
bim to keep in his hands till further Ordec. 


[Anno 1623.] His Return to England, 
which was in OFober 1623. was entertain'd 
with ſo much Joy and Thankſgiving, - as if 

He had been the happy Genins of the whole 
Nation; and His entrance into Lonrdor was 
as a Triumph for His Wiſdom, their Bone- 
fires lengthened out the day, and their Bells 
by unceſſant ringing forbad (leep to thoſe 
.eyes which, were refreſhed with His fight. 
Nor could the People by age or ſickneſs be : 
confined at home, but deſpiſing the preſcripti- - 
ons of their Phyſicians, went to meet Him as 
reſtored Health. 


When He had given the King an account 
of His Voyage, and the Spaxiſh Counſels not 
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' to reſtore the Palatinate , a Parliament was. 
Summoned, which was'ſo zealous of the Ho- 
nour of the Prince, that both Houſes Vored: 
an Addreſs to his Majeſty, that he would n&o' 
longer Treat, but begin a War with Spain ;; 
and deſiring. the Prince's Mediation (who 
was always ready to gratifie the Nation} 
therein to His Father, they aſſured Him they 
would ſtand by Hini with their Lives and 
Fortunes : but yet when the War, with the 
Crown, deſcended unto him, they ſhamefully 
deſerted Him 1n the beginning of His Reign. 
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When neither a Wife nor Peace was any 
longer to be expected from Spain, both were 
fought for from France, by a Marriage with 
Henrietta Maria, the youngeſt Daughter of 
Hemry the IV. The Love of whom the 
Prince had received by the Eye, and She of 
_ Him by the Ear. For having formerly re- 
ceived imprefiions from the Relations of His 
Gallantry; when She was told of His paſſing 
through Paris, She anſwered (as it is report- #Z 
ed) That if he went to Spain for 4 Wife, He © 
atight have had one nearer hand, and ſaved Hims- 
felf a great part of the labour.

might notbetray Her Life tothe Malice of His 
Enemies. -WiuttrHer Healſo ſent all the Jewels 
of the Crown,that they might not be the ſpoils 


of the Faction,: but the means of the ſupport 


of Her Dignity in foreign parts, if His 'Ne- 
ceſlities afterwards ſhould not permit Him to 
provide for Her otherwiſe, Which yet She 
did not ſo employ, but reſerved them: for a 
ſupply of Ammunition: and\Arms, when His

This the King requires fatisfaQtion for, ſhew- 
ing the Falſbood and Malice of the Defamer, 
by giving an Account of the date of the feve- 
ral Warrants. But the FaCtion ſo far prevail- 
ed as to make it a Pablick Sin; and the Houſe 
was perſwaded to believe and acknowledge 
it to be their common fenſe. Many others

« could it be imagined that He meditated a

« mentioned, He had ſigned many other-as 
« prejudical to ſuch an undertaking. For He

« Tumults like Beaſts were. let looſe to affault 
* the Majeſty of Government. 


While the K3»g thus provides for His Li- 
berty, the FaQtion proceed to uſurp the Mz/:- 
tia, which His Majeſty had denied, and the 
Lords were aſhamed to ask : therefore they 
privately incourage their Partiſans in all the 
Cities and Boroughs where they were moſt 
powerful, to appoint Muſters, to arm and

. of great Dangers at home, and more prodi- 
ious terrours from abroad, pretending that 
by Intelligence from Paris, Rome and Venice, 
they were aſſured of great defigns to over- 
throw the Parliament, together with the Pro- 
reſtant Religion; ( whoſe fate and Intereſt 
they would have it imagined, was ſo twiſted 
with theirs, that like thoſe Twins they could 
not laugh nor grieve but 1n, Conjunction. ) 
This.

, be watched, and the Navy to be new rigged 
and fitted for the Sea. New Plots were alſo 
diſcovered , and Strange and unheard-of 
Counſels to murder the moſt Eminent Patriots 
- are brought to light. A Taylor in a ditch hears 
ſome deſperate Cavaliers contriving the Death of 
Mr. Pym. A Plaiſter alſo taken from a Plague- 
fore was ſent into the Houſe to the ſame perſon, 
that the InfeFion firſt ſeiſing on a Member of 
the quickeſt ſenſes, might thence more impetuonſly 
diffuſe it ſelf upon all the moſt Grave Senators. 
Such like Plots as theſe, and whatſoever could 

deviſed; were publiſhed to make the Vul- 
gar think thoſe demands of the FaCtion ſeem 
modeſt, (their dangers being fo great) which 
were very unjult. 


 Andleſt the Kirg ſhould at His coming in- 


to.the North make uſe of that Magazine at 


Hull (which at His own Charges He had pro- 
vided for the Scotch Expedition) for His own 
defence, the Faction, to, ſecure that and the

to leave them, and nakedly return to their 
homes, that ſo they might be obnoxious to 
his Violence) and the practices of the Com- 
mittee which were ſeat down into the North, 
to debaych the People in their Loyalty, made 
the King intend Hisown Security by a Guard ;

- the Enemy divide, and Efex was deſigned 


to reduce the Weſt. But Waller, with whom 
uſually went Sir Arthur Heſilrigge (a Perſon 
fitter to raiſe Seditious Tumults than manage 
Armies) was to hunt the King upon the 
Mountains of Wales, towards which He ſeem- 
ed todirect His courſe. Bur hearing of the 
reſolutions of theſe two jealous Generals, 
He wheels about to Oxford, and from thence 
drew the greateſt ſtrength of that Garriſon, 
and with that falling upon Waller at Cropredy- 
bridge , obtained a great Vidory 3 which 
would have been more prejudicial to the E- 
nemy, had not the Tenderneſs of His Subje&s 
Blood reſtrained Him from proſecuting His 
Succeſs to a greater ſlaughter. But content- 
ing Himſelf to have diverted Injuries from 
His own breaſt, He only uſed this Victory

- But the unquiet Criminals rendred it vain 
and fruitleſs, and repreſented. to'the People 
> - | their 
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their yet prevailing Forces in the North, and' 
their. Army in the Weſt, which had now ta- 
ken in ſome conſiderable places to their Obe- 
dience. Therefore to remove their Confi- 
dencein Efex's Power, the King follows him, 
and fo cloſely purſues him, that He drove 
him up into Cormwall, and there did as it 
were beſiege him. During which He ſent a 
Letter to him, which was ſeconded by ano- 
ther from the Lords and Gentlemen in His 
Army, to ſolicite His endeavours for the Peace 
and Quiet of the bleeding and waſted King- 
dom. Bur it met not its deſired.efied : Be- 
cauſe that Earl either valued not that folid 
Glory of being the happy Author of a Na- 
tions Settlement ; or feared that his paſt Adi- 
ons had wholly deſpoiled him of hopes of 
Security in a return to Obedience, or knew 
that his Authority was not fo great to put 
an [flue to thoſe Crimes which he had led 
others to commit. (For every inconſiderable - 
perſon may be powerfull at Diſturbances, but to 
form Peace requires much Wiſdom and great 
Vertues.) Which laſt was generally believed, 
for he had found and complained that his 
Credit declined with the Faction, that they 
were diſtruſtful left their own Arts might 
teach him to have no faith to them, becauſe 
he often ſolicited them to a compoſing of the 
Kingdoms Diſtraftions.

The ſpeedy and prudent acquiſition of 
theſe two Victories ſhewed the King had 


' thoſe Abilities that might have inſerted Him 


in the Catalogue of the Braveſt Comman- 
ders ; and had not want of Succeſs in His fol- 
lowing Enterpriſes clouded the Glory of this 
Summer, He had been as eminent among the 
Maſters of War as He was among the Sons of 
Peace, the Honour of which laſt He moſt 
eagerly thirſted, as rendering Him molt like 
that Majeſty He did repreſent. . Therefore 
after this Victory, by a Letter from 1 aveſtock, 
Sept. 8. He re-inforces that from Eveſham for 
an Accord with the Parliament, being not 
tranſported from His Lenity by the Violence 
with which Victory uſes to hurry humane 
breaſts to an inſolence. But He knew that 
Peace, though it is profitable to the Conquered, 
get it 3s glorious for the Conquerour.

The King being returned to Oxford, the 
Parhament wearied with the Complaints of F 
the oppreſſed Nation, who now grew impati- | 
ent under the Diſtractions, take into Conlide- | 
ration His Majeſty's two Meſlages for Peace, | 
and ſend Propoſitions for it in the name of the - 
two Parliaments of Ezgland, and Scotland, | * 
united by Solemn League and Covenant. . 
Which though they ſeemed the defires of 
minds that intended nothing leſs than the 
common Tranquillity, yet the King negleds 
them not, but hoping that in a Treaty Com- 
miſfioners might argue them into Reaſon, of- | 

- fers it, which with much difficulty the Houſes 
are drawn to accept ; but yet would have it 
at Oxbridge, a place but about fifteen miles 
KOT, diſtant 
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diſtant from Loxdor, and above' twice that

diſtance from Oxford. And accordingly Com- 
miſſioners from both Parties met on Far. 3o: . 
While the King was providing for the Treaty, 
and . forming Inſtructions for His Miniſters, 
the Faction found the Parliament other work 
by new deſigns; and to habituate the People 
to an abhorrency of Peace, fed them with 
blood.

vours by their proper Methods. If the Con: 
dition of their affairs were proſperous, thenſſ / 
would they make their Demands like Impo-ſj ' | 
fitions on conquered Slaves, deteſting to ſup-|| #®!

Belides theſe devices, 
many fifitious Letters were compoſed, falſe 
Rumours divulged, and witneſles ſuborned, 
to. make men ſuſpe&t that many dangerous 
Plots and portentous Deligns were diſpuiſed 
oh in. theſe Overtures of Accord, Therefore 
-1 | the Commiſſioners of Parliament were in- 
tructed to offer no Expedient for an Accom- 
modation, nor hearken to ſuch as were ten- 
| dred to them in the Name of the King. His 
Majeſty ſeeing and bewailing his Condition, 
that He muſt till have to do with thoſe that 
were Enemies to Peace, prepares Himſelf for 
the War at the approaching Spring : and al- 
though this Winter was infamous with many 
loſſes, either through the neglects or perfidi- 
ouſneſs of ſome Officers: yet before the ſea- 
ſon for taking the field was come, His Coun- 
ſels and Diligence had repaired thoſe da- 


mages. 


{i [Anno 1645.] In April He ſends the Prince 
to-perfe& the Weſtern Afſlociation, and raiſe 
ſuch Forces as the neceſſities of the Crown, 
Which was His Inheritance,did require : with 
Him is ſent, as Moderator of His Youth, and 
prime Counſellour, Sir Edward Hide, now

Jeaves Oxford, and made direftly towards the 
Kine that was now come back as far as Da- 
ventrey, with a purpoſe to fight Him before 
that addition of ſtrength, and at a place near 
Nafeby in Northampton-ſhire both Armies met 
an Saturday, = 14. Cromwel/ having then 
alſo brought ſome freſh Horſe to Fairfax; 
whoſe abſence from the Army at that time 
the King was aſſured by ſome (who intended 
to betray Him) ſhould be effeed.

formed in their minds, the Popular hatred 
might be increaſed. But the publication of 
them found a contrary effe&, every one that 
was not barbarous abborred that Inhumanity 
among Chriſtians, which Generous Heathens 
ſcorned to be guilty of, and the Letters did 
diſcover , that the King was not as He was 
hitherto charaQerized z but that He had all 


| the Abilities and Afﬀections, as well as all the 


Rights, that were fit for Majeſty : and 
(which is not uſual) He grew greater in Ho- 
nour by this Defeat, though He never after 
recovered any conſiderable power. 


For the Fate of this Battel had an inauſpi- 
cious influence upon all His remaining Forces,

and every day His loſſes were repeated. But 


though Fortune-had left the King,. yet had 
not His Valour ; therefore gathering up the 
ſcattered remains of His broken Army, He 
marches up and down to encourage thoſe 
whoſe Faith changed not with His Condition, 


At laſt attempting to relieve Cheſter, though 


He was beſet behind and before, and His 
Horſe wearied in ſuch tedious and reſtleſs 
Marches, yet at firſt He beat Ports off that 
followed ; but being charged by Freſh Soul- 


diers from the Leaguer, and a greater Num- 


ber, He was forced to retreat, and leave 
ſome of His gallant Followers dead upon the 
place. After this He draws towards the 
North-Eaſt, and commands the Lord Digby 
with the Horſe that were left to march for 
Scotlaud, and there to joyn with Montroſs, 
who with an incon(iderable company of men 
had got Victories there ſo prodigious that 
they looked like Miracles. But this Lord was 
ſurpriſed before he could get out of Tork- 
ſhire; for His Horſe having taken 700 of the 
Enemies Foot , were ſo wanton with their 
Succels, that they were eaſily maſtered by a- 
nother Party, and he himſelf was compelled 
to fly into Ireland. Theſe ſeveral Overthrows 
brought another miſchief along with it z for 
the Kings Commanders and Officers broke 
their own Peace and Agreement, which is the 
only Comfort and Relief of the Oppreſſed, and 


which 
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deſpoiled of arms, by imputing (as it uſeth to 
be mn unhappy counſels) the criminous part of 
their misfortunes to one another. But many 
gallant Perſons, whom Loyalty and Religion 
had drawn to His Service, endured the ut- 
molt hazards before they delivered the Holds 
He had committed to their truſt 3 and by that 
means employing the Enemies Arms, gave the 
King time, who was at Jaſt returned to Ox- 
ford, to provide for His Safety. 


Hither every day ſad Meflages of Ruines 
from every part of the Nation came, which 
though they ſeemed like the falling pieces of 
the diſſolved world, yet they found His Spi- 
rit ere and undaunted. For He was equal 
in all the Offices of His Life, tenacious of 


| Truth and Equity, and not moveable from 


them by Fears, a Contemner of worldly Glo- 
Ty, and defirous of Empire for no other rea- 
ſon, but becauſe He ſaw theſe Kingdoms muſt 
be ruined, when He relinquiſhed the care of 
them. But that which moſt troubled Him 
were the Importunities of His own diſcon- 
ſolate Party to ſeek for Conditions of Peace, 
which He ſaw was 1n vain to expect would 
be ſach as were fit to accept; for His former 
experience aſſured Him, that theſe men would 
follow the Counſels of their Fortune, and be 


more Inſolent now than ever. And for Him- 
ſelf, 
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ſelf, He was reſolved not to facrifice His Con- 
ſcience to Safety, nor his Honour to Life, 
This He often told thoſe that thus preſſed 
Him, and did profeſs in His Letter to Prince 
Rypert, ( who likewiſe moved Him to: the 
ſame,) that He would yield to 0 more now than 
what He bad offered at Uxbridge, though He 
confeſſed it were as great a Miracle His Ene- 
weies ſhould hearken to ſo much Reaſon, as that 
He. ſhould he reſtored within a Month to the 
Same Condition He was in immediately before 


the Battel at Naſeby. 


But yet to ſatisfie every One how tender 
He was of the Common Safety, He ſent ſeve- 
ral Meſſages to the Parliament for a Treaty, 
and offers to come Himſelf to Lodox, it He 
may have ſecurity for Himſelf and Attendants. 
All which were either not regarded, or an- 
ſwered with Reproaches. And becauſe the 
people began to murmur at ſo great an ear- 
neſtneſs of the Ftion to continue the 
Wounds of the. Nation open and bleeding, 
(lince there were many Forts yet held out 
for the King by Gallant Perſons, beſides the 
Lord Hopton had an Army yet unbroken, 
and Ormond and Montroſs had conſiderable 
Intereſts in Ireland and Scotland; all which 
might be perſwaded in a Treaty to part with 
thoſe Arms which could not be taken from 
them without much blood 3) and it was the 
common 
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common belief that theſe men ſought for 
Victory, not Peace and Liberty, which was 


'now tendred : therefore to raiſe ſuſpicions in 


the Vulgar, it is ſuggeſted that the Cavaliers 
who came to Compound would take the ad- 
vantage of the King's Preſence, if He were 
permitted to be there, and kindle a new flame 
and War in the City. And that it might be 


- thought they had real grounds for theſe fears, 


the Diſarmed Compounders were command- 
ed to depart above twenty miles from Lox- 
don; and to injealous the people more, all the 
tranſations of the King in the 1riſþ Pacifi- 
cation were publiſhed, and amplified with 
the malicious Slanders and Comments of the 
implacable and conſcious Demagogues, that ſo 
the terrors of the Vulgar being augmented, 
they might be frighted into a longer pati- 
ence. |

ſtie's Safety and ProteQion 3 and the.Scor;þ 
Officers had engaged to ſecxre both Hime and

While others diſcourſed thus of the King's 4. 
journey, the Parliament heated by the 1nde- 7 


pendents fiercely declared againſt the Scots, 
who were removing the King to Newcaſtle, 
and uſed ſeveral methods to make them odi- 
ous and drive them home. For they kept 
back their Pay, that they might exaCt Free- 
Quarter from the Country ; then they did 


extenuate their Services, derogate from their *,& 
famed Valour, upbraid them as Mercenaries, ***M 
threaten to force them out by the Sword. _ © 
All which while the Engliſh Presbyterzars, 


though they wiſh'd well to their Brethren, 
| yet 
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.«-not to truſt as to.be deceived 3 no Counſel 
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yet leſt they ſhould ſeem to indulge: the In» 
ſolencies of a ſtrange Nation, did not dare 
to plead in their defence. But -the Scory 


themſelves for a time did juſtifie their.Recep- 
tion and Preſervation of His Majeſty by the 
Laws of Nature, Nations, and Hoſpitality, 
which forbid the delivery and betraying of thoſe 
that have fled to any for Succour. The Demo» 
cratick FaQion urged that it was »ot /awfid 
for the Scots, their Hirelings,” and ju their Do- 
minion, to receive the King into their Camp 
without the leave of their Maſters, and keep 
Him without their Conſent, Theſe Debates 
were uſed to raiſe the King's price. Which. 
when the Scots were almoſt aflured of, to 
make their ware more valuable, they ſolicite 
the King, in hopes of their Defence, to com- 
mand Mortroſs to depart from his noble Un- 


= dertakings in Scotland, where he had almoſt 
** recovered the Overthrow Roxbrough and Tra- 


quaire had betrayed him unto, and was be- 
come formidable again 3 as alſo the Loyal 
Marqueſs of Ormond to deſiſt from his gallant 
Oppoſitions both of the Iriſh Rebels, and 
Exgliſh Forces. Which when the King had 
done, being not willing thoſe Gallant Per- 
ſons ſhould longer Hazard their brave Lives, 
and after both theſe Excellent Leaders had 
more in anger than fear parted with their un- 
happy Arms : that they might have a colour 
of betraying Him, whom the. General rs 
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to His Native and Ancient Kingdom (as He 
affe&ionately, call'd it) they tender Him the 
Covenant 3 pretending without that-. Chain 
upon Him, they did nor dare to lead Him 
into Scotland. This His Majeſty refuſed. not, 
if. they would firſt looſe thoſe Scruples of 
Church-Government which lay upon His 
Conſcience : Fherefore to untie thoſe Knots, 
Maſter Henderſon, that was then the Oracle 
of the Kirk, and the great Apoſtle of the So- 
lemn Covenant, was employed to converſe 
with Him. [But the Greatneſs of the K7ng's 
Parts, and the Goodneſs of His Cauſe made 
all his attempts void ( for the Papers being 
publiſhed, every one yielded the Victory to 
His Majeſty) and unfortunate; for he return- 
ed home, and not long after died,. as ſome 
reported, of a Grief contrafted from the 
ſenſe of his Injuries to a Prince whom/he had 
found ſo Excellent.

(which moſt troubled Him) were debarred 
from their Miniſtery, But God ſupplyed this 
Warit by more plentiful Aſſiſtances of Hi 
Holy Spirit, and made Him, like the Ancient 
Patriarchs, both a Kirg and a Prieſt (at lealt 
for Himſelf : ) and here He facrificed Praiſes 


even to that God that hid himſelf, and cot-J 


poſed thoſe moſt Divine Meditations and So- 
liloquies that are in His Book, ſpending that 
time 
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thre in Converſe with Heaven, which He was 
not ſuffered to employ with Men in whom 
He delighted. 


- While the King's Soul was thus winged 
above the walls of His Priſon and the Fortune 
of His Enemies, they that had put an end to 
the War, yet could not find the way to Peace ; 
for their Souls were unequal to-the Victory, 
and could not temper their Succeſs, the two 
Sets falling to diſſenſion, and turning all 


"their Arts and Arms one againſt another. The

tick ' Members; Repeal thoſe Votes: which 
they had formerly made, of No more Adadreſſei 
to the K ing. This being paſlcd in both Houſes, 
they afterwards with a ſtrong Conſent: Vote 
a Treaty with the: King, in Honour, Freedojh 
and Safety. The FaQtious Party in the Parlia: 
ment found themſclves too few and weak tg 
oppoſe this impetuous tendency of the Twg 
Houſes and whole Kingdom to Peace. But 
yet they endeavoured to fruſtrate the laboug

| to His own Opinion (though their 
Commiſſion, - and the danger of their Lives, 
neceſlicated them, contrary. to the diftates of 
their own- Conſciences, to prolong the De- 
bates: ) with a wonderful Lenity proved 
their Demands unjuſt; yet granted what was 
not diredtly againſt His Honour and Conſci- 
ence : Thus Jeveſtiog Himſelf of His own 
Rights, He demonſtrated that He had thoſe 
affections which might juſtly ſtyle Him 2he 
Father of His Country. For He indeavoured 
by His own Loſſes to repair the damages of 
His People. Yet the Kirg ſaw by the Obſti- 
nacy of the moſt Powerful of thoſe He Treat- 
ed with, that they intended nothing lefs than 
Peace, nor any thing more than His De-

Wight had perſwaded the King not to be'pro- 


yielded-more than was fit for them to ask, or 
Him to grant, and undertook to make it evi- 
dent to the whole world : yet now did moſt 
fiercely and perfidioully inveigh- againſt the 
Conceſfaons, as deſigned by the King under 
the ſpecies of Peace to ruine the Parliament 
and Common-wealth. Yet at laſt, notwith- 
ſtanding thoſe Terrours without, and Trou- 
bles withio, the Houſe came to this Reſolve, 
that The Kings Conceſſions were a ſufficient 
ground for Peace.

-- The next day the ſame Reſolve was paſſed 
by the Lords in the very ſame terms, not one 
diſſenting. Who immediately adjourned for 
a week, to wait whether this fury of the 
Army would ſpend it ſelf after ſo generous an 
oppoſition.

Noableſs againſ# the Popular Envie ) would ab- 
ſent themſelves from that Houſe, except four 
or five that were the Darlings of the Fati- 


on; and they deemed the Names and Com- 


pliance of thoſe few . were enough to give 
credit and Authority to their bloody AQ; 
But in them they were diſappointed allo ; 
for ſome of the Peers did conſtantly meet; 
and on that day wherein the Bil! for Tryal of 
the King was carried up to that Houſe, there 
were Seventeen then preſent (a greater Num- 
ber than uſual,) who all Unanimouſly (even 
the Democratick Lords not diflenting ) did 
reject the Bill as Dangerous and lil:gal. This 
ſo highly provoked the Fury of the FaCtion, 
that they meditated a ſevere revenge, and 
for the preſent blotted out thoſe Peers, whoſe 
Names they had before put into their Ordi- 
nance, to make their Court more ſplendid. 


Afﬀeer this they did alſo rafſe out the names of 
the Judges of the Land ; for they being private-

«* Language, that he knew no meaſure of mo- 
« deſty in Speaking ; and was therefore more 
% often bribed to be ſilent, than fee'd to main- 
*% tain a Client's Cauſe. His Vices had made 
* him penurious, and thoſe with his. penury 
& had ſeaſoned him for any execrable under. 
© taking. They alſo had a Sollicitor of the 
ſame Metal, John Cooke, © A needy man, who 
« by various Arts, and many Crimes had 
* ſought for a neceſlary Subſiſtence, yet 
« ſtill ſo poor, that he was forced to ſeek the 
« ſhelter of obſcure and ſordid corners to a- 
* yoid the Priſon. So that vexed with a te-

- Theſe were the Publick Preparations; In' | 


private they continually met to contrive the 
Form of their Proceedings, and the Matter of 
their Accuſation, Concerning the firſt, they 
were divided in Opinions. Some would have 
the Kirg firſt formally degraded and deveſt- 
ed of all His Royal habiliments and Enfignes 
of Majeſty, and then as a private perſon ex- 
poſed to Juſtice. But this ſeemed to require 
a longer ſpace of time than would comport 
with their proje&, which, as all horrid aQs, 
was to be done 1n a preſent fury, leſt good 
Counſels might gather ſtrength by theic De- 
lay. Others rejected this courſe as too evi- 
dently conforming with.the Popifþ procedure 
againſt Sovereign Princes, and they feared to 
confirm that common Suſpicion , that they

(it is reported ) upon the King's offering to 
give all poſſible Security againſt the Corrup- 
tions of the Church of Rozze, at a Council of

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and Power with the Faction to haſten the 
King's death.) Which ſober Proteſtants had 
reaſon enough to believe, becauſe all or moſt 
of the Arguments which were uſed by the Af- 
fertors of this Violence on His Majeſty, . were 
but pleanings from Popiſh Writers. Theſe 
Conſiderations caſt the Determination on 
their (ide who, deligning a Tyrannical O/:. 
garchy, whereby they themſclves might have 


2 ſhare in the Governmeat, would have the 
King proceeded againſt as King, that by ſo 


ſhedding His Blood they might extinguiſh 
Majeſty, and with Him murther Monarchy, 
For ſeveral of them did-confeſs, that indeed 
He was guilty of no Crime more than that He 
was their King, and becauſe the Excellency 
of His Parts, and Eminent Vertues, together 
with the Rights of His Birth, would not ſut- 
fer Him to be a private Perſon. 


In their ſecond Debate about the Matter 


of Accuſation, all willingly embraced the Ad- 


vice of Harriſon (who was emulous of the 
Power of Crowel, and though now his Cre- 
ature, yet afterwards became the Firebrand 


_ and Whirlwind of the following Times) 7 


blacken Himas much as they could ; yet found 
they not wherewithto pollute His Name. For 
their old Scandals which they had amaſſed in 
their Declaration for no more Addrefles to 
the King, had been ſo publickly refuted, that

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rhey could afford no colour for His Murtker, 
Therefore they formed their Accuſation from 
that War to which they had neceffitated Him. 

' And their Charge -was, that He had levied 
War againſt the Parliament 5 that He had ap- 
peared im Arms in ſeveral places, and did there 
proclaim War, and executed it by killing ſeveral 
of the Good People, for which they impeached 
Him as a Tyrant, Traitor, Murderer, and an 
#mplacable Common Enemy. © This Charge, 
«* in the Judgment of Conſidering men, ar- 
* oved a greater guilt in thoſe that proſecu- 
* tedit.than in Him againſt whom it was form- 
* ed : for they ſeemed leſs ſenſible of the in- 
£ ſtability and infirmities of hamane Nature, 
' © than thoſe that had none but her light to 
* make them generous, for ſuch never re- 
* proached their conquered Enemies with 
« their Victory; but theſe men. would mur- 
« ther their own Prince, againſt whom they 
* had nothing more to obje( than the unhap- 
5 py iſſues of a War, which leaves the Conguer- 
* ed the only Criminal, while the names of FJu- 
*: tice and Goodneſs are the ſpoils of the Con- 
* querour. How falſe thoſe Imputations of T5y- 
* ranny, Treaſon and Murther were, was ſuffici- 
«ently underſtood by thoſe whoconlidered the 
« peaceful part of the King's Reign 3 where- 
* 17 1t was judged, that if in any thing He 
5: had declined from the ſafeſt Arts of Empire, 
* it was in the negle& of a juſt Severity on 
« Seditious 
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© condemned to. die. And in the War it 
* was known how often His Lenity bad clip- 


| © ped the wings of Victory. Bur it ap- 


« peared that theſe men, as they had broken 
* all Rights of Peace, ſo they would alſo 
« thoſe of Conqueſt, and deſtroy that which 
* their Arms pretended to fave. 


How little.credit their Accuſation found, 
appeared by the endeavours of all Parties 
to preſerve the Kings Perſon from Danger, 
and the Nation from the guilt of His Blood. 
For while they were thus engaged to perpe- 


. trate their intended Miſchiefs, all Parties de- 


clare againſt it. The Presbyterian Miniſters, 


| almoſt all thoſe of London, and very many out 


of the ſeveral Counties, and ſome, though few, 
alſo of the [ndependents, did in their Sermons 
and Conferences, as alſo by Monitory Let- 
ters, Petitions, Proteſtations and Remon- 
ſtrances, publickly divulged, adjure the Af- 
ſaſfinates not to draw ſo great a guilt upon 
themſelves and the whole Nation by that 


| Murther. For it w45 contrary to thoſe numerous 


and fearful Obligations of their many Oaths , to 
the Publick and Private Faith, which was ex- 
preſt in their Proteſtations and many Declarati- 
ons; tothe Laws of the Land, thoje of Nature, 
and Nations, and the Commands of Scripture. 
That is was::to the diſhonour of our Religion, 

aud

« Seditious perſons whom- the Laws had - 


and dyainſt the pitblick, good of the Kingdom. 
Bat all was fruitle, for they had loſt their 


Miniſterial Authority by ſerving the FaQion 


ſo long, till they needed not their Afliſtance, 
and deſpiſed their admonitions : Beſides, the 
very ſame Principles they preached to kindle 


the War were now beat back imto their faces, 


and made uſe of againſt them to adjuſt the 
Murther. The People alſo contemned them 


for their ſhort-fightedneſs, in that they wonld | 


be-the heady and indiſcreet Inſtruments of 
fuch men, and in ſuch»-praQices as muſt of ne- 
ceflity at laſt ruine them and all Miniſters, ag 
well as the King and Biſhops. 


The Scots alſo by their Commiſhoners de- 
clare and proteſt againſt it. The States of Hol- 
land by their Ambaſſadors (if they were faith- 
ful in their truſt) did intercede, and depre- 
cate it as moſt deſtruQive to the Proteſtant 
Intereſt.

Diſcontents, might take ſome advantage from 
their delay, with more ſpeed haſten the Aſla(- 
fination. In order to which they ſend a Ser- 
Jjeant of Arms with a guard of Horſe (leſt the 
People ſhould ſtone him for his Employment) 


# into Weſtminſter-Hal/, and other places in 


London, to ſummon all that could lay any crime 
to the King's charge, to come, and give in their 
evidence againſs Him. Having proclaimed 
their wicked purpoſes, and'dreſs'd up a Tri- 
buzal at the upper end of Weſtminſter-Hall, 
with all the ſhapes of terrour, where the Pre-. 
fident with his abject and. bloody: Affiſtants 
were placed, thither afterwards -they- bring 
this moſt Excellent Moxarch, whom having 
deſpoiled 
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deſpoiled of three Great Kingdoms, they now 
determined alſo to deprive of Life. 


Into which Scene the King enter'd with a 
generous Miene, ſhewing no (igns of diſcom- 
poſure, nor any thing beneath His former 
Majeſty ; but as if He were to combate for 
Glory the Monſters of Mankind, He undaun- 


tedly. took the Seat which was ſet for Him, | 


with ſcorn looking upon the fictitious Judges, 
and with pity upon the People, who croud- 
ing in(the great Gates of the Hall being flung 
open) did bewail in Him the frailty of our 
Humane condition, whoſe higheſt Greatneſs 
bath no Security : A ſad SpeQtacle even to 
thoſe that were not in danger. 


He being ſet, the Charge againſt Him was 
read, with all thoſe reproachful terms of 1z- 
rant, Traitor and Murtherer; after which He 
was impleaded in the name of the People of 
Ezgland. This falſe Slander of the People of 
England was heard with Impatience and De- 
teſtation of all, and ſtoutly atteſted againſt 
by the Lady Fairfax, Wife'of the Lord Fair- 
faix, . who by this at ſhewed her ſelf worthy 
of her Extra from the Noble Family of the 
Veres ; tar fram an adjoyning Scaffold where 
' ſhe ſtood, ſhe cryed aut with a loud voice 
(but not withaut danger) that It was a Lie, 
ot the Tenth part of the People were __ of

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| fuch a Crimte, but all was dane by the Machina- 
tions of that Traitor Cromwell. © 


But the King after the Charge was read 
with a countenance full of Majeſty and Gra- 
vity, demands by what Authority they pro- 
ceeded with Him thus contrary to the Publick 
Faith, and what Law they had to try Him 


' that was an abſolute Sovereign. . Bradſhaw 


replying, that of the Parliament 3 His Ma- 
klty ſhewed the deteſtable Falſhood in pre- 
tending to what they had not, and if they 
had it, yet it could not juſtifie theſe Practices. 
To which reply when they could not anſwer, 
they force Him back to the place of His Cap- 
tivity. 


The Magnanimity of the K izg in this days 
conteſt with theſe inhumane Butchers, did 
much ſatisfie the People, and they were glad 
(while they thought not of His Danger) that 
He wanted not cither Speech or Courage 
againſt ſo powerful Enemies; that He had 
ſpoken nothing unworthy of Himſelf, and 
had preſerved the Fame of His Vertues even 
in ſo great Adverſities. For He feemed to 
triumph over their Fortune. whoſe Arms He 
was now ſubject to. The Parricides ſought 


to break His Spirit by making His appearances 


frequent before ſuch contemptible Judges, and 
often expoſing Him to the contempt of the

| When they had brought Himto His Cham- 
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ber, even there they ſuffered Him not to reſt, 
but thruſting in and ſmoaking their filthy 
Tobacco, 'they permitted Him no privacy to 
Prayer and Meditation. Thus through vari- 
ety of Tortures did the King paſs this day, 
and by His Patience wearied His Forment- 
ors: nothing unworthy His former greatneſs 
of Fortune and Mind by all theſe Afﬀronts 
was extorted from Him, though Indignities 
and Injuries are unuſual to Princes, and theſe 
were ſuch as might have forced paſſion from 
the beſt-tempered meekneſs,. had 1t not been 
ſtrengthned with affiſtance from Heaven. [n 
the Evening the Conſpirators were acquainted 
by a Member of the Army, of the Kzzg's de- 
fire, that ſeeing His death was nigh, it might 
be permitted Him to ſee His Children, and to 
receive the Sacrament, and that Doftor Jux- 
0, then Lord Biſhop of London, (now Arch- 
Biſhop of Canterbury) might be admitted to 
pray with Him in His private Chamber. The 
firſt they did not fcruple at, the Children in 
their power being but two, the Lady Eliza- 
beth and the Duke of Gloceſter, and they very 
young, The ſecond they did not readily 
grant. Some would have had Peters to un- 
dertake that employment for which the Bi- 
ſhop. was ſent for : But he declined' it with 
ſome Scoffs, as knowing that the Kzizg hated 
the Offices of ſuch an unhallowed Bufftoon. 
So that at laſt they permitted the Biſhops a 

; ceſs 
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'cefs to' the King, to whom his eminent Inte- 


prity had tnade him dear. For with ſo won- 


'derful a prudence and uprighitnefs he had ma- 


naged the envious Office of the Treaſury, that 


that accuſing age, eſpecially of Church-xer, 
found nor matter for any impeachment, nor 
ground for the leaſt reproach. 


The next day being Sunday, the King was 
removed to S. James's, where the Biſhop of 


London read Divine Service, and preached 


before Him in private on theſe words, [-: the 
day when God ſhall Judge the ſecrets of all men 
by Feſns Chriſt according to my Goſpel. While 
the King and the Biſhop at this time, and alſo 
at other times, were performing the Dzvine 
Service, the rude Souldiers often ruſhed in, 
and diſtarbed their Offices with vulgar and 
baſe Scoffs, vain and frivolous Queſtions. The 
Commanders likewife, and other imper-tinent 
Anabaptiſts did interrupt His Meditations, 
who came to tempt and try Him, and pro- 
voke Him, to ſome unneceflary difpurations. 
But He maintained His own Cauſe with ſo 
irrefragable Arguments, that He put fome to 
filence, the petulancy of others He negle&t- 
ed, and with a modeſt contempt difſembled 
their Scoffs and Reproaches. In the narrow 
ſpace of this one day, and under ſo continu- 
ed Afﬀronts and Diſturbances, the * ig 
(whoſe whole Soul was totally compoſed to - 

"0 Religion,) 
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Religion,) applyed Himſelf, as much as was ; 
poſlible, to the e's, Holy Scriptures, to- 


Prayer, Confeſſion of Sins, Supplications far 
the forgiveneſs of His Enemies, the receiving 


the Euchariſt, hely Conferences, and all the 


_ Offices of Piety : ſo under the utmoſt Malice 


and Hatred of men, He laboured for the Mer- 


cy of God, and to fityHimſelf for His laſt 
victory over Death. 


While the Kizg thus ſpent this day, the M; 
2iſters in the ſeveral Churches in Loxdor, and 
in thoſe ' parts of the Kingdom where His 
danger was known, were very earneſt in their 
Prayers to God for His Deliverance and Spiri- 
tual Aſliſtance. * Some of them in their Ser. 
* mons declared the horrour of that ſin that 
« was about to be committed, deteſted the Im- 
5 piety of the Parricides, and denounced the 
© heavy Judgments which ſuch a ſinful Nati- 


<« on polluted with their Prince's blood were 


© toexpet. The Congregations were diſlol. 
&« yedinto Tears. Some bewailed the (ad Con- 


« dition of the Kzzg, as the cffe& of the Sins 


& of the Nation. Others curſcd their dam- 
© nable Credulity of the Slanders of that Juſt 
«* Man, and the promiſes of Liberty by their 
*- Impoſtors. And another ſort wept, becaulc

" The next day, being Jar. 29. the King 
was permitted the fight of His Children. His 
conference and words with them was taken 
in writing and communicated to the World 
by the Lady Elizabeth His Daughter, a Lady 
of moſt eminent Endowments 3 who though 
born in the ſupremeſt Fortune, yet lived in 
continual Tears, the paſſages of her Life be- 
ing ſpent in beholding the Ruines of her Fa- 
mily, and the Murther of her dear Father, 
whom ſhe not long ſurvived, but died in that 
Confinement to which they had cheated His 
Majeſty, in Carisbrook Caſtle in the Iſle of 


Wight. : 


While theſe things were done in publick, 
the Conſpirators meet in private Tn a Commit- 
tee, to appoint every one their part in this 
Tragedy, determine what Geſtures they were 
FI to 
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to affe&,, what Words they were to uſe, as 
alſo for the manner, place and time of the. 


Murther. In which Conſultations, both now 
and before the Sentence, each one, according 
tothe bloodinel(s of bis temperament, or ſer- 
vilely to flatter Crowwel, by their Cruelty 


to Him that did obſtru& his Ambition, did 


propoſe ſeveral ways enther of contempt or 


' © hatred in killing their ſentenced, yet anointed, 


Sovereign. Some would have His Head and 
Quarters faſtned upon Poles ( as it is uſual 
with Traitors) that the marks of their Cruel- 
ty,might out-laſt His Death. Others would 


bave Him hanged, as they puniſhed Thieves, | 


and Murtherers. 'Others gave their Vote that 
He ſhould ſuffer in His Royal Habiliments 


with His Crown, and in His Robes, that it 


might be a Triumph of the Peoples power 
over Kings. hy 


At laſt they think it ſufficient that He ſhould 
loſe His Head by the ſtroak of an Axe on a 
Scaffold near White- Hall Gates before the 


Bangueting-Houſe, that ſo from thence where 


He uſed to fit on His Throne, and ſhew the 
Splendour of Majeſty, He might paſs to His 
Grave 3 there parting with the Enſigns of 
Royalty, and laying them down as Spoiis, 


where He had before uſed them as the Orna- 


ments of Empire. Thus did they endeavour 
to make their Malice Ingenious, and provided 
Triumphs 
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ſuſpeted, or were informed, that as the 
King had: not owned their Authortty, fo He 
would not ſubmit to their Execution, nor 
willingly ſtoop to the Block, they cauſed to 
be faſtned in it ſome Iron Staples and Rings, 
that by them with Cords they might draw 
Him down, if He would not comply. But 
His prudent Meeknefs prevented this, Inhu- 
manity 3 and He died diſowning their Au-

| In the midſt of theſe Preparations, they 


cauſe ſome Souldiers to offer to His Majeſty 
certain Articles and Conditions, to which if 


He would ſubſcribe, they promiſe Life, and 


the continuance of a precarious Empire ; 
either out of a Terrour and Fear of the con- 
ſequents of their Impieties 3 for the confi- 
dence of contriving great Crimes is often 
turned into a ſollicitude when they come to be 
ated : or out of Deſign to ruine His Con- 


ſcience and Honour, together with His mor- 


tal Life, if He ſhould conſent. But when 
one or two of them had been read to Him, 


He refuſed to hear any more, ſaying, {will 


ſuffer a thouſand deaths ere I will fo profts- 
tute my Hononr, or betray the Liberties of my 
Peopte. Thus mindful of Juſtice, He would 
not deface the Splendour of His former 
P 4 Vertues 
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Triumphs for their revenge. And becauſe they

: At laſt that Fatal Day, Jar. 30.:approach- 
ed: and that: morning, alittle: before His 
Death, the Confpirators ordered ſome of 
their Miniſters, viz. Marſhal, Nye; Caryl, Sal- 
way and Dell, to pray with Him, as they ſaid, 
m order to His paſſage out of this -Life 5 but 
when theſe ſent to let Him know the end -of 
their coming, He returned anſwer that He 
was buſje + they ſent a fecond time and Here- 
plyed that He was at His Devotions « they 
importunately ſent a third time, and my Lord 
of London then defiring to know what an- 
ſwer he ſhould give to fatisfie them 3 His Ma- 
jeſty then as unconcerned in their Miniſtery 
ſaid, My Lord, you may give them what anſwer 
you pleaſe, but I am reſolved, that they who have 
fo ofien and fo cauſelejly prayed againſt Me, ſhall 
not in this My Agony pray 'with Me, they may 
pray for Me if they pleaſe. Therefore the 
King arming Himlelft with His own Devoty 
ons in the Offices of the Church of: England, 
1a them tound an unexpected Comfort 3 for 
the Goſpel for that'Day being the Hiſtory of 
the Paſſion of our Siviour, did by- that Ex- 
ample ſtrengthen the King to follow Jeſus, 
and to take up His Croſs, and His Majelty 
was tharktul for that Pattern. Being. thus 
confiimed by the Blood (for He took the 
Sacrament thai Morning) and ſufferings of 
EEE | His 
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His LOR D(whoſe Vicegerent He was) toge- 


ther with Hisown Innocency, againſt the Ter=i 
rors of Death, He was brought from $. Fames's 
through the Park to White-Hal/,- walking 
very faſt, and with as chearfu] a Countenance 
as1f He were going to Hunting, -( a Recrea-+ 
tion te was much 'pleaſed with,) often advi- 


fing His ſlow Guards to move faſter, adding, 


F now 'go before you to: ſtrive for an Heavenly 
Crown, with leſs ſollicitude than I formerly bave. 
kd My Souldiers for an Earthly Diadem. And 
being come to the end of the Park, He with 
much: Alacrity went up the Stairs leading to 
the long Gallery in White- Hall, and ſo into 
the Cabinet-Chamber, where He continued 
fome time in Devotion, while they were fit- 
ting the Theatre of His Murther 152 


- While theſe things were ating, the Lord 
Fairfax, who'thad always forborn any-pub- 


lick appearance in the practices of this Mur= ' 
' ther, had taken up (as is credibly reported ) 


ſome Reſolutions, (either in abhorrency of 
the Crime, or by the Solicitations of others) 
with his own Regiment, though none' elſe 
ſhould follow him, ro hinder the Execution; 
This being ſufpeAted gr known, Cromwell, Ire- 
ton and Harriſon coming to him, after their 
uſual way. of deceiving, endeavoured to per- 
{wade him, that the LOR D had reje&ed the 
King, 'and with ſuch like Language as they 

knew 
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knew had formerly prevailed upon him, con- 
cealing that they, bad that very morning ſign- 
ed che Warrant for the Aſſaſſination 5 they 
alſo defired him with thew to ſeek the. LOR D 
by Prager, that they might know his mind in 
the thing. Which he aſlenting to, Harriſon 
was appointed for the Duty, and by compa&t 
to draw out his profane and blaſphemous Diſ- 
courſe to God in ſuch a length as might give 
_ time for the Execution, which they privately 
ſent to their Inſtruments to haſten 3; of which 
when they had notice that it was paſt, they 
roſe up. and perſwaded the General that this 
was a full return of Prayer, and God having 
fo manifeſted his pleaſure, they wereto acqui- 
eſce in it, There was likewiſe another at- 
tempt made by Col. Downes, who had di 
ſturbed them in their Court, to obſtrut them 
In their Execution ; for it is ſaid, that he en- 
deavoured to make a Mutiny in the Army to 
- hinder the Wickedneſs, but the haſt of the 
Aſlafhnates prevented him. 
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While theſe men aGted their Wickedneſs 
by Prayers, to the laſting reproach of Chri- 
ſtianity, the King, after He had finiſhed His 
Supplications, was through the Bangqueting- 
Houſe brought to the Scaffold , which was 
dreſs'd to terrour, for it was all hung with 
Black, where were attending two Executt- 
oners in Diſguiſes, and the Axe and the Block 

| prepared. 
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prepared, But it prevailed not to affright 
Him whoſe Sou] was already panting after 
another Life. And therefore He entred this 
ignominious and gaſtly Theatre with the ſame 


mind as He uſed to carry to His Throne, 
ſhewing no fear of death, but a Solicitude 


for thoſe that ſhould. live after Him. Looking 
about He , ſaw divers Companies of Horſe 
and Foot ſo placed on each fide of the Street 
and about the Scaffold, that the People could 
not come near Him, and thoſe that ſaw could. 


- nat. be Hearers 3 therefore omitting that 


Speech which it was probable He would have 


ſpoken to the People, He ſpoke to the Offi- 


cers, and thoſe that were then about Him, 
that which is now printed among His Works. 


Having ended His Speech, He declared His 
Profeſſion of Religion 3 and while He was 
preparing for the Block, He expreſſed what 


were His Hopes (for all the Righteous have 


ſuch) in Death, ſaying, 1 have 2 good Cauſe 
and a Gracious God on my ſide; I go from 4 
Corruptible to an Incorruptible Crown, where ng 
diſturbance can be, no diſturbance in the world, 
After this compoſing Himſelf to an Addreſs 
to God, having His Eyes and Hands like 
forerunners lifted up to Heaven, and expreſ-_ 
fing ſome ſhort and private Ejaculations, He 
kneeled down before the Block as at a Desk 
of Prayer, and meek)y ſubmitted His Crowned 
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+ Head to the pleaſure of- His God, to be pro-' 


faned by the Axe of the diſguiſed Executioner :' 
which was ſuddenly ſevered from His Body' 
by one ſtrong ſtroke. So fell CHARLES 
the Firſt, and with Him expired the Glory and 
Liberty of Three Nations. | 


Thus the King finiſhed His Martyrdom, 
but His Enemies not their Malice, who ex- 
tended their Cruelty beyoud His Lite, and 
abuſed the Headleſs Trunk. Some waſhed 
their hands in the Royal Blood, others dipt 
their ſtaves in it,3 and that they might indulge 
their infatiate Covetouſneſs as well as their 
boundleſs Inhumanity, they ſold the chips of 
the Block, and the ſands that were diſco- 
loured with His Blood, and expoſed His very 
Hairs to ſale : which the SpeQtators purcha- 


; fed for different nſes. Some'did it to pre- 


ſerve the Reliques of ſo Glorious a Prince, 
whom they ſo dearly loved. Others hoped 
that they would be as means of Cure for that 
diſeaſe which our Engliſh K irgs (through the 
Indulgence of Heaven) by Their touch did 
uſually heal : and it was reported that theſe 
Reliques experienced failed not of the effeft. 
And ſome out of a brutiſh malice would have 
them as ſpoils and trophees of their hatred to 
their Lawful Sovereign. Cromwell, that he 
might feed his eyes with Cruelty, and fatisfie 
his ſollicitous Ambition, which-afpired at Mo- 
| narchy 


_ narchy when the Lawful King was deſtroyed, 
curiouſly ſurveyed the murthered Carcaſs 
when it was brqught in the Cothn into White- 
Hall, and to aflure himſelf the King was quite 
dead, with his fingers ſearched the wound, 
whether. the Head were fully ſevered from 
the body or no. 


Afterwards they delivered the body to be 
unbowelled to an infamous Ezpirick of the 
Faction, together with the rude Chirurgions 
of the Army (not permitting the King's own 
Phyficians to this Office) who were all moſt 
implacable enemies to His Majeſty, and com- 
manded them to ſearch (which was as much as 
to bid them ſo report) whether they could not 
' find in it Symptomes of the French diſeaſe, or 
ſome evidences of Þ rigidity, and natural impo- 
tency : that ſo they might. have ſome colour 
to (lander Him who was eminent for Chaſtity 3 
or to make His Seed infamous. But this 
wicked deſign was prevented by a Phyſician 
of great Integrity and Skill, who intruding 
bimſclf among them at the DiſſeRion, by. his 
Preſence and Authority .kept the obſequious 
Wretches from gratifying their Opprobrious 


Maſters. And the ſame Phyſician alſo publiſh- _ 


ed that Nature had tempered the Royal Body 
toa longer life than commonly is.granted to 


| other men. And as His Soul was fitted by - 


Heroick Virtues to Eternity, ſo His Body byi/a 
| * Temperament 
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Temperament almoſt ad podus made as near 
an approach to'it as the prefenit Condition of 
Mortality would permit. 


Failing in theſe Opportunities of Calumny, 
with more Impudence and Rancor they uſe 
other ways to make Hin odious, and rafe 
the Love of Him out of the People's hearts. 
They conclude from the outward unhappi- 
nefſes of His Reign unto an hatred of God 
agaialt Him ; and with the ſame Confidence 
as they inrolled themſelves in the Liſt of 
the Saints, and entred their own names 1n the 
Book of Life , they blotted His out, and 
placed Him in ſome of the dark and com- 
fortleſs Cells of the damned : and they com- 
monly profeſſed it among the Diſciples of the 
Fa@ion as an Article of their belief, that it 
was impoffible for Him or any of His party 
to be ſaved. | 


Not content with theſe Injuries to Hts Body 
and Soul, they endeavour likewiſe to murther 
His Memory. For they pull'd down His Sta- 
zxe which was placed at the Weſt end: of S. 
Paul's Church, and that other in the O!d Ex- 
change, and leaving the Arch void, they writ 
over, Exit Tyrannus Regum ultimus. But the 
Providence of God hath ſhewed them to be 

not only deceivers, but alſo deceived. For 
that Juſt Prince hath of His own Seed'to fit 
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rx | upon His Throne. And Poſterity ſhall won- 
f | der at the Vanity as well as the Falſeneſs of 
thoſe men, that they ſhould think to deſtroy 
the Memory of that Prince whoſe true and 
laſting Glory conlifted 'not in any thing 
wherein 1t was poſlible for Succeſſors to ſhew 
the Power of their Malice, but in @ ſolid Ver- 
tue, which flonriſheth by Age, and whoſe Fame 
gathers ſtrength from multitude of Tears, when 
Statues and Mounments are obnoxious to the 
flames of a Violent Envy, and the Ruines of 


Time. 
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Beſides this they take care to ſuppreſs all i 
thoſe more Lively figures of Him and moft | | 
laſting Statues, His Writings, and therefore 
force from My Lord of London, whom they 
kept priſoner, all thoſe Papers His Majeſty 
had delivered to him, and make a moſt nar- 
row ſearch of his Cloaths and Cabinets, leſt 
any of thoſe Monuments of Piety and Wil- 
dom ſhould eſcape to the Benefit of Man- 
kind. Yet by the gracious Goodneſs of the Al 
mighty God, to their eternal infamy, and for 
a perpetual Record of the King's great Ver- 
tues, there eſcaped their Search, and was pub- 
liſhed to the World,. The Book of His. Medi. 
tations and Soliloquies. In the Compoſition 
of which a Sober Reader cannot tell which 
to admire moſt, cither- His incredible Pru>

In the Civil Difcords He bewailed nothing 
more, than that: the Sword of Juſtice, could 
not corrett the illegal Furies of- that of War. 
Though by His Conceſſions-and Grants He 
diminiſhed His Power, yet He thought it 
a Compenſation, to let the World ſeq He 


was willing to make it impoſſible for Mo>— 


narchy to have an unjuſt Inſtrument, and 
to ſecure Poſterity from Evil Kings. Al- 
though He proved to a Leading Lord of the 
Faction; That a People being too cautious to 
bind their King by Laws from doing Ill, do 
Rhewiſe fetter Him from doing Good, and their 
fears of Miſchief. do deſtroy their hopes of Be- 
nefit.

Though He was'thus in Love with Juſtice, 


yet He ſuffered not that to leven . |. 
His Cle- His /Nature to Severity and Ri- | 
mency. 'gour , but tempered it with Cle- || 


- aency, Eſpecially when His Good- 
neſs could poſlibly find our fuch an Interpre- 
tation for the 'Offence, that it ſtruck more 
at His' Peculiar than the Publick Intereſt, 
He ſeemed almoſt ſtupid in the Opinion of 
Cholerick Spirits as to a ſenſe of His own In- 
juries, when there was no fear left His Mer- 
cy ifgould thereby increaſe the Miſeries of 


Hib People. And ' He was ſo ambitious of | 


the Glory of Moderation, that He would 
acquire it in deſpight of the —_— of 
the times. For #he Exerciſe of this Vertue de- 
pends not only on the temper of the Prince, but 
the frame of the People muſt comribute to it ; 
becauſe when the Reverence of Majeſty and fear 
of the Laws are proſeribed, ſharper Method: 
are required to form Obedience. Yet He was 
unwilling to cut off, till He had tried by 
Mercy to amend, even guilty Souls. + Thus 
He ſtrove to oblige the Lord Balmerino to 
peaceful practices, by continuing that Life 
which had been employed in Sedition, and 
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. $oon- after His coming into the Iſle of 
Wight ( by which time He had experienced 


the numerous Frauds and implacable Malice 
of His Enemies) being attended on by Dr. 
 Sheldov and Dr. Hammond (for they. were 
. the earlieſt in their Duties at that time) a 
\ Diſcourſe paſſed betwixt His Majeſty and 
the Governour, wherein there was mention 


made of: the fears of the FaQtion that the 
King could never forgive them. To which 
the King immediately replyes, 1 tell thee, Go- 
vernour, T can forgive them with as good an ap- 
petite as ever I eat My Dinner after an bunt- 
ing, and that I aſſure you was not a ſmall one; 
get 1 will not make My felf a better Chriſtian 
than 1 am, for T think if they were Kings 1 could 


wot do it ſo eaſily, This ſhewed how prone 


His Soul was to Mercy, and found not any 
obſtruction but what aroſe: from a ſenſe of 
Royal Magnanimity. 


He ſoonet offered and gave life to His cap- 
tive Enemies than their Spirits debauched by 
Rebellion would require it, and He was ſpa- 
ring of that blood of which their fury made 
them Prodigal. No man fell in battel whom 
He could fave. He choſe rathet to enjoy 
any Vidory by Peace (and therefore conti-

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another 3 and though He was paſſionate to | 


put- all in -Safety,: yet. He affe&ed rather to 
end the. War by Freaty than by Conqueſt, 
The Priſoners He took He uſed like deluded 
men, and oftner remembred that God had 
made them His Subjects, than that the FaRion 
had transformed them to Rebels. He provided 
for them while. in His Power, and not to let 
them languiſh in Priſon, ſent them by Paſles 
to their own homes, only 10gaging them by 
Oath to no more injuries againſt that Sove- 
reign whom they had felt to be Gracious: 
for ſo He uſed thoſe that were taken at Brain- 


ford. But yet the Caſuiſt of the Cauſe would 


ſoon diſpenſe with their Faith, and ſend 
them forth to die in contraGing a new guilt. 
Thoſe whom the fury of War had left gaſp- 
ing in the Field, and fainting under their 
wounds, He commends in His Warrants, (as 
in that to the Mayor of Newbury) to the 
care of the Neigbbourhood, either tenderly 
to recover, or decently bury : and His Com- 
mands were as well for thoſe that ſought to 


murther Him as thoſe that were wounded in 
His Defence. 


This made the Impudence and Falſhood 
of Bradſhaw more portentous, when in his 
Speech of the Aflaſſination he belch'd out 
thoſe. Compariſons of Caligula and Nero:

| this Prince's Anger was without' Danger to 


any, His Admonitions were frequent,: Cor- 
retions ſeldom , but Revenge never. He 
grieved when His Pity had not Power or 
$kill to ſave Offenders, and then He puniſh- 
&d the bad, but yet gave them ſpace to re- 
pent, and make their Execution as near as 
He could like a natural Death, to tranſlate 
them from hence to a place where they could 
not Sin. He had nothing of the Beaſ# in 
Him,which Machzavel requires in ſuch Princes 
as make Succeſs the only end of their Coun- 
ſels, and conſult a proſperous Grandeur more 
than an unſpotted Conſcience. He ſcorned 
to abuſe the CharaQter of God upon Him 
by turning a Fox to diſſemble, and abhor- 
red to think that He whom Heaven had . 
made above other men ſhould degenerate to 
the Cruelty of a Lyov. He ſooner parted 
with Mortality than Mercy : for He ended His 


.days with a Prayer for His Enemies, and 1a- 


boured to make His Clemency 1immorta), by 
commanding the practice of it ta Hts Son. 


None of His Vertues were in the Confines 
of Vice, and therefore this Admirable Cle- 
mency proceeded not froma  - _

defect of Spirit, as 
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traQors imputed it, and the Vulgar, who mi- 
ſtake Cruelty, for Valour, imagined; bur like 


the Bowels of the Supremeſt Mercy which 
are incircled with an Infinite Power, fo this 
Pity to guilty and frail men was attended 
with an Incomparable ' Fortitude. For this 
Vertue conſiſting in deſpiſing Dangers and 
Enemies in thoſe Cauſes that render Death 
comely and glorious, the Kg gave ſeveral 
Evidences of a Contempt of all Power be. 
neath that of Heaven, When the Lord Rey 
firſt acquainted Him with the Conſpiracy 
of Ramſey and Hamilton , He was upon a 
Remove' to Theobalds, where the Marqueſs 
was to wait upon Him as Gentleman of the 
Bed-Chamber 3 who having ſome notice gi- 
ven him of the Diſcovery, beſought, His Ma- 
jeſty to ſpare his attendance till he could 
clear his innocence, and return the Treaſon 
upon the Accuſer. The Kizg anſwered, 
that He would therefore make him wazt, to 
let him ſee He did as little fear bis ſtrength as 
diſiruſt his Loyalty; for He knew he durſt not 
attempt His Life becauſe He was reſolved 10 ſell 
#t ſo dear. And to make good His Conh- 
dence, He- made him ride alone with Him 
in His Coach to T heobalds, and lie in His 
Chamber that Night : while the follicitous 
Court admired, and even cenſured, His 
Magnanimity, for it went beyond His pat- 
tern, and did more than that Emperour who 
way 
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was ſtiled the Delight of Mankind, who be- 
ing informed of a. Conſpiracy - againſt him, 
invited the two Chiefs of it to accompany 
him to the SpeZacula, and cauſed them both 
to ſit next on each ſide to him in the The- 
atrez and to give them more advantage for 
their defign,- put the ſwords of the G/adia- 
tors (under colour of enquiring their judg- 
ments concerning their ſharpneſs) into their 
hands, to ſhew how little dread he had 
of their fury. But the Bri#iſþ Prince's Mag- 
nanimity exceeded that of the Excellent 
Roman's, as much as the privacies of a Bed- 
Chamber, and the darkneſs of Night make 
up a fitter Scene for the Aſſaſſination of a 
beloved Soveraign than a publick Theatre. 


As He never provoked War, ſo He never 
feared it; and when the miſerable Neceſlity 
lay upon Him to take up Arms: to preſerve 
Himſelf from an unjuſt Violence, He {hew- 
ed as much if not more Valour than thoſe 
can boaſt of that with equal force finiihed 
Wars with Conqueſt : in the ſucceſs of theſe, 
Fortune, the Vanity of an Enemy, and the 
a(liſtances of Friends may challenge a part of 
the Praiſe, but in that none but His own 
brave Soul had the Glory. For to attempt 
at Victory againſt an Enemy that had almoſt 
more Forts and Garriſons than He had Fa- 
milies to joyn with Him, that with Cannon 
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out-vied' the Number of his Muskets, .that ; 
had gotten from Him a Navy - which: His 


Care had made the moſt formidable in the 
World, and not left Him the command of 
a Cock-boat, that were prodigal with: the 
Treaſure of a Nation and Ris Revenues, 
when He begged for a ſubſiltence 3 was ſuch 


a Courage that would have made that Se-' 


z:ate of Gallant Perſons, who were the moſt 
competent Judges of Valour, and never cen- 
ſured Vertue by the Succeſs,. but thanked 
their Imprudent Conſul for not deſpairing of 
the Commonwealth, when he gathered up 
thoſe broken Legions which his Raſhneſs 
had obtruded to an Overthrow, to have 
decreed a Triumph for CHARLES, had 
His life been an Honour to that Age, or 
could thoſe Generations have reckoned Him 
among their great Examples. Moſt men in- 
deed thought the Kizg's ſide moſt glorious, 
yet they concluded -the other more terrible : 
thoſe that minded their Daty were 1n the 
Royal Cawp, but ſuch as cared for Safety 
rook part with the Faction,or at leaſt did not 
oppoſe them. - As-He firſt entred the War, 
ſo did He cantinue in it. His Moderation al- 
ways moved Him'to deſtre Peace, and His 
Fortitude made them ſometimes fue for it. 
His Adverſaries never prevailed upon His 
_ Fears, but upon the Treachery and Cove- 

touſneſs of ſome of His Party, who could 
not 
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not endure an Honourable Want : and on 


ſuch their Gold was ſtronger than their Iron 


. on Him, and He was rather Betrayed than 


Overcome. 


His Greatneſs of Mind forſook Him not 
with His Fortune, Arms and Liberty, it be- 
ing Natural, and not built upon them; this 
made Him tenacious of Majeſty when His 
Power was gone. For when Whaley, that 
had the Command of the Guards upon Him 
while He was .in the Army, inſolently in- 
truded into His Preſence to hear His Dif- 


' courſe with a Foreign Miniſter of State, and 


being bold in his Power and Office, reſuſed 


| to obey the Command for a greater Diſtance, 


the K7ng caned him to an Obſervance. When 
the Parricides ſent their party of Soldiers to 
force Him from the 1/je of Wight to the 
Slaughter, Cobbet that commanded them 
thruſt himſelf into the Coach with Him : 
but the K7zg ſentible that the nearneſs of 
ſuch a Villain was hke a Contagion to Ma-. 
jeſty, with His Hand forced him away to herd 
among his bloody fellows. His Spirit al- 
ways kept above the barbarous Malice of 
His Enemies, and of their rudeſt Injuries 
would ſeem unſenfible. He told a faithful 
Servant of His, that the Confpirators had - 
kept Him for two Months under a want of 
Linen and Shirts : But (faid He) { ſcorzed to 
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give them that pleaſure as to tell them I wan- 
ed. Thus all the ſtrokes of Fortune upon 
His Magnanimous Soul were but like the 
breaking of Waves upon a Rock of Dia- 
monds, which cannot ſhake, but only waſh 
it to a greater Brightneſs. 


But though He knew not how' 

Hjs Pa- to ſubmit to the Power of Men, 
tience, yet He would tremble under the 
Frowns of God. His great Spirit 

made Him not unquiet or furious under the 
Correions of the Almighty : But with a won- 
derful Patience( aVertue not uſual with Kings,to 
whom the bounds of Equity ſeems a reſtraint, and 
therefore are more reſtleſs in Injuries) He did 
ſubmit to the Will of His eternal Sovereigh, 
He never murmured nor repined at that Pro- 
vidence which had given Him plenty of tears 
to drink : But His Meditations ſtill breath the 
Juſkice of God and the Holineſs of all His 
ways with Him. He would take Occaſions 
from diſpleafting Occurrences to thank God 
that had fitted Him for the Condition he had 
brought Him unto. For when He marched 
after His Carriage in purſuit of Eſſex into the

Lord, 
that you came no ſooner Þ believe was not your 
fault but now you are come , becanſe theſe 
Rogues purſue My Blood, you and I muſt con- 
ſult how I may beſt part with it. Yet even this 
was ſpoken without any Fury or Violence ; 
for though all about Him was tumultuous 
with Horror , Deſtruction and Contempt, 
His Soul ſeemed unconcerned, enjoyed a 
Calm Serenity, and was full of its own Ma- 
jelty. This Vertue made Him forget He 
was a Prince born to Command, and only 
conſider that He was a Chriſtian whoſe Cal- 
ling obliges to Suffer. 
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He had found out a way to Glory by Hu- 
BH; , mility. For the ſupreme Power, 
is Humility: to which nothing can be m—_ 
ITES hath 
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hath no better way to encreaſe, than when ſecu- 
red of its own Greatneſs it humbleth it ſelf. 
And the Dignity of Princes is in nothing far- 
ther from Envy and Danger than in Humi- 
lity, He deſpiſed the converſe of none, 
though poor, if honeſt : He ſhewed to Sir 
Philip Warwick ( who had much of His Truſt 
and Aﬀections) in the 1/e of Wight, a poor 
ragged Old Man, and told him he was a very 
honeſt fellow, and had been His beſt Company 
for two months together, He would have thoſe 
about Him converſe rather with Himſelf than 
with His Majeſty, and with them would He 
mingle Diſcourſes. as One of the People: 


none made an end of ſpeaking till His own 


Modeſty, not Pride in the K7zg, thought it 
was enough : and He never did contradict 
any man without this mollitying Preface, 
By your favour, Sir. His diſcourſe as it was 
familiar, ſo it was directed to raiſe thoſe that 
heard it to anearer approach to Himſelf by 
perfeQion ; for He did not proudly ſcoff at, 
but gently laboured to mend the defefts of 
His Subjets. When Dottor Hammond had 
in ſome degreeloſt the Manage of His Voice, 


His Majeſty ſhewed him his Infirmity, and 


taught him to amend it 3 which-that Excel- 
lent Perſon often mentioned as an inſtance 
of a Gracious Condeſcenſion of Majelty. 
When Noble Youths came to take their 


leaves of Him before they went to foreign 
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travel, He wauld not let them go without. 
His Inſtructions, of which this was one, My 
Lord, Keep alwazes the beft Company, and be 
' farenever tobe Idle. Thus He would confer the 
Vertues as well as the Titles of Nobility, He 
laboured to keep them as Majeſty had' made 
them, and that that blood might not be tain- 
ted in them which was honoured in their 
Anceſtors, Nor did He defire that they 
ſhould be otherwiſe than He directed, as T5- 
rants and weak, Princes will commend thoſe 
Vertues which they are afraid of, for they dread 
or envy their Subjets Parts and Abilities, 
Ariſtotle obſerves that a Tyrant cares not to 
hear his Vaſſals ſpeak any thing that is either 
Grave or Generous ; and. it 1s reckoned a- 
mong the Uſurpations of ſuch Monſters, that 
they would have the opinion to be the Only 
Wiſe and Gallant. Plato indangered his Life 
when he converſed with the S7c:/;ar Tyrant, 
becauſe he was thought to underſtand more 
than his Hoſt. It was obſerved of Cromwell, 
(by one of his confident Teachers) that in 
the time of his Tyranny he loved' no. man 
-that ſpoke Senſe, and had ſeveral Artifices 
to diſparage it among his Slaves that attend- 
ed him 3 and he would highly extol thoſe 
Pulpit-Speakers that had moſt Canting and 
| leaſt Reaſon. But the Kg thought it the

Of theſe He always choſe:the moſt accom- 
pliſhed , that, He! kney, ; to. be | 
His Miniſters of State and clo- His Choice of 
ſeſt Confidents: for as:the'for- Miniſters of 
tune of Princes ſtands in need State, 
of many Friends, whichiare the _ 
ſureſt ſupports of Empires fo He would always 
ſeek the Beſt, and thoſe He thought fitteſt for 
His Employments, which a: bad or weak 
King would hate or fear. Therefore He had 
always the fineſt Pens and ableſt Heads in 
His Cauſe, and Perſons likewiſe of Integrity 
in His Service : for the Archbiſhop and Earl 

of Strafford, that were clamoured againſt as 


| the greateſt. Criminals, were not guilty e- 


nough, even by thoſe accuſations which they 
were loaded with, and' yet not proved, to 
receive the Cenſure of the Law, but were to 
be condemned in an unaccuſtomed way of 
ſpilling Ergliſh blood. When ſome diſco- 
vered their Abilities even by oppoſing His 
Counſels, He preferr'd the Publick Benefit 
which might be. by their Endowments to His 
private Injuries z He would either buy them 
off to His Service by ſome Place of Truſt, 
or win them to His Friendſhip 3 unlefs He . 
faw them to be ſuch whoſe Natures were cor- 
' Tupted by their Deſigns, (for He had.ajmoſt _ 


excellent Sagacity in -difcerning the Spirits 
of men) or they were fuch who- polluted 
their parts by proſtituting Religion to ſome 
baſe ends ( the injuries of which He could 
never negle&: ) and: fach He neither con- 
ceived Honourable: in- a Court, nor hoped 
they would ever be faithful and quiet ins 
Community. Among theſe Purchaces- were 
reckoned the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
the Lord Falkland, and others now livi 
whoſe Perfeftions honoured His Judgment, 
and juſtified His Choice. 


He had no Favorite, as a Miniſter of Plea- 
ſures, to gratifie whoſe Luſts 

His 4fe&ion and Vanities He might be ſol- 
to His People. licited to do things contrary 
to the benefit of the Commu- 

nity ; but all were Inſtruments of Govern- 
ment, and muſt be able to ſerve the Publick, 
whom He took to ſerve Himſelf. For no 
Prince was ever more affectionate of His 
People than He was, nor did He think His 
Intereſt ſeparate from theirs. Thoſe nice di- 
ftintions, and cautious limits of Prerogative 
and Liberty which the FaGtion invented to 
enjealous the People with, were all indi- 
ſtintly compriſed by Him in an Uniform and 
Conſtant care of a juſt Government : none 
dared to adviſe Him to attempt at- a power 
His Predeceflors had parted with, or the 
or < JM Laws 
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Laws had concluded Him from, For He 
told the Lords,” when He purged the Earl of 
Strafford from the Accuſation of Sir Henry 
Vane , (that he had adviſed His Majeſty to 
make uſe of ſome Iriſh to reduce this King- 
dom 3 on which, though it had but a ſingle 
and various teſtimony , the FaGtion buile 
their PraQtices againſt His Life ) I think no 
body durſt ever be ſo impudent as to move Me 
to it, for if they had, T ſhould have made thene 
( fuch an Example, and put ſuch a mark, upon 
' them, that all Poſterity fbould know My In- 
tentions by it, For My Intention was ever to 
govern by the Law, and not otherwiſe, He 
thought He . could not be tappy unleſs His 
People were fo ; as we found our ſelves mi- 
ſerable when He was not proſperous. There- 
fore He parted with ſo much of His Prero- 
eative to buy our Peace, and purchaſe our 
Content. He ſought their Love by affect- 
ing theth, the only way of gaining it, be 
cauſe that Paffion only is free and itnpa- 
tient of Command. Nor was He ever more 
teafed than in the enjoyment of it: When 
is Third Parliament granted five Subſidies, 
and it was told Him that there was ot One 
Voice diſſenting, it is ſaid, He wept for joy 
and it had been happy for the People, if 
the King had always had fuch cauſe of 
Tears, and Hitz Eyes had been always wet 
with the ſame. Es: |

been more unſeaſonable than under this 
Prince, for He never denied His Subje&s the 
removal of any juſt Grievance, yea, He part- 
ed ſometimes, through their own importunity 
deluded by the Faction, with that which 
ſhould have kept them Free : And when He 
made ſuch Conceſſions which tended to the 
prejudice of thoſe that deſired it, He would 
ſay to ſome about Him, that He would never 
have granted theſe things, but that He hoped 
they would ſee the Inconvenience of that power 
which they begg d from Him, yet themſelves 
could not manage, and return it to its proper 
place, before- it became their Ruine. - He was 
far from the ambition of 1/ Princes to ſeek an 
unlimited power 3 but He thought it the Of- 
fice of the beſt Sovereign to ſet bounds to Li- 
berty. He deſpiſed His Life if it were to be 
bought by the Miſery of the Nation , and 
therefore rejected the Propoſitions of the Ar- 
my as the Conditions of His Safety,when ten- 
dred to Him the day before His Murther, be- 
cauſe they would inſlave the People. Nei- 
ther would He expoſe particular perſons to 
an evident and inevitable danger, though it 
were to ſecure Himſelf : for when my Lord 
Newburgh and his Noble Lady, at whoſe 

houſe in Bagſhot He did ſtay as He was re- 
-moved from Carisbrook to Windſor, peoee- 
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ſed to Him a way to eſcape from that bloody

that were ſent to diſpute againſt Kpilcopacy : 


for he admiring the Abilities of. the King 


which He manifeſted in aflerting of it, pro- 
felſed to Maſter' Burroughs, (one whole At- 


tendance the Kizg required, and found bim 


faichful to the extremeſt dangers 1n thofeen- 
terpriſes in which. he ſeveral times engaged 
for His Safety.) how he bad beer deluded to 
unworthy thoughts of the King, but was now 
convinced to an exceeding Reverence of Him, 
and hoped ſo of others 5, and. earneſtly folici- 
ted thoſe that attended on Him, to- ufe. all 
means to reſcue Him from the intended Vil- 
any of the Army ; ſaying, Ozr Happineſs was 
great in ſuch a Prince 5, and our Miſery in the 


Loſs of Him would be unſpeakable. Yet He ne- 


ver courted, although He won them, . but 


His paſſage to their hearts was through their 
brain, and they firſt Admired-and then La- 


ved Him. 


As He was powerful to gain, ſo He was 
careful to keep Friends. Fide- 


His Fidelity. lity to the Pablick and Private 


was His chiefeft Care 5 for He 
knew

knew how zeceſſary it is for Princes to be faith- 
ful, betauſe it is ſo much their Intereſt that 
others fbould not be falſe. Though it is a My- 
ſtery of Empire with other Kivgs to propor- 
tion their Faith to their Advantage, yet He 
abhorred to promiſe any thing which He 
could not Religiouſly obſerve. Some over- 
fine Politic: would have had Him grant all 
the Deſires of the Fattion, as the moſt jm- 
mediate way to their Ruine ; for it was ſup- 
poſed they could never agree in dividing the 
Spoil, and: their difſenſions would have open- 
ed a way for the recovery of His abandoned 
Rights, . But He was ſo conſtant in all that 
was good, that He thought the purchace of . 
Greatneſs too vile for the breach of His Faith, 
and He hated thoſe acquiſitions which would 
give Him cauſe to bluſh, This Heroick Ex- 
preſſion often: fell from Him, Leave me 19 
My Conſcience and Honour, and let what will 
befal Me. His Enemies knew this ſo natural, 
that if they could make their Propoſitions 


. repugnant to His Conſcience, they were ſure 


no Peace ſhould obſtruct their Deſigns. Nay, 
He was faithful in thoſe Stipulations where- 
10 their firſt Breach would have jultified a 
departure from His Promiſe ;. though He ſaw 
this Vertue would be rewarded with His 
Murther. For when ſome of His Attendants 
at Carisbrook daily importuned Him to pro- 
vide for - His Safety from the perfidious Vio-

As He was to the Publick foto His Private 
Obligations. No aflaults-could take the Duke 
of Buckingham from His ProteCtion : | for 
though His foreign Enterpriſes required ſup- - 
rn of Money, and the Faction : would not 
et the Bills for Subſidies paſs unleſs they might 
be gratified with the Dukes blood, or De-. 
gradatzon from His Truſt, the. Ki»g would 
not buy them with the Life or Diſhonour of 
His Friend. And-although he fell afterwards 
as a Sacrifice to the.

Bl Tem- -ury but Health: His ſtrong Con- 
pamnece ſtitution required large Meals, but 
His Vertue took care they ſhould 

not be gluttonous; for He delighted not in 
Sawces or Artifices to pleaſe the Palate and 
raiſe the Lult;but all was ſincere and ſolid;and 
therefore He never was ſubject to a Surfet. 
He always mibgled Water with His Wine, 
which He never drank pure but when He eat 
Veniſon ; and He was ſa'nice in obſerving the 
bounds of Sobriety, that moſt times Himſelf 
would meaſure-and mingle both together. 
He did uſually at every Meal drink one Glafs 
of Beer, another of Wine, and a third of 
Water, and ſeldom drank between His Meals. 
Theſe though Ordinary Vertues, were-. yet 
eminent in Him; fince they could not be cor- 
rupted by the Power nor the Flatteries of 
Fortune. And they are therefore mentioned 
to pratifie Poſterity ; for ex are curious to 
know all, even the minute Paſſages of Great aud ' 
Vertwous Perſons. 


Being free from Incontinency and Intempe- 
rance, the gulphs of Treafure and 

His Fru- Drayners of the Largeſt Exche- 
gality. quer, He had-no-other Vice to 
exhauſt the Publick Stock,-and 

ſo neceſſitate Him to fill it up by Oppreſli- 
| on; but He would by Frugality make. His 
Revenue 
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” Revenue ſufficient for the Majeſty of the - 


Crown, and the Neceffities of the State. His 
own Nature indeed inclined Him to Magni- 
ficence, but the Vices of others did inſtruct 
Him - to moderate Expences. For He had 
found the Treaſury low, and the Debts great, 
in- His beginnings: He was affaulted with 
two expenſive Wars from the two great Po- 
tentates of Exrope, and the Faction had ob- 
ſtructed the uſual way of Supplies by Parlia- 
ments. Therefore He was to find a Mine in 
Vertue ;z and by ſparing from Vanities, make 
proviſions for neceſſary and glorious Enter- 
priſes, which He did efte& : for in that ſhort 
time of Peace, which He enjoyed, He fatif- 
fied all the Publick Debts, ſo furniſhed and 1n- 
creaſed .His Navy, that it was the moſt con- 
ſiderable in the whole World, ſupported His 
Confederate the, King of Sweden, and by 
Money inabkd him for the Victories of Ger- 
many, and fo fill'd His own Treaſury, that it 
was able of it (elf to bear the weight of the 
firſt Scotch Expedition without the Aids of 
the Subjet, who were never more able to 
contribute to their own ſafety, nor ever had 
more reaſon, the ſwellings of that Nation 
breaking all the Banks and Fences of their 
Liberty and Happineſs. . But the Kir,g would 
let them ſee that as by His Government He 
had made them rich, He would alfo keep 
them fo by His Frugality. But thoſe w_— 
r 
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ir care was to make Him neceſlitous, and 
the next odious, did brand-it with the name 
-# C ovetouſheſs, which was as' Falſe as ma- 
icious's For He never ſpared when'Juſt De- 
'29ns call'd for Expences, and was magnifi- 
centin Noble Undertakings, ' as ih'the Repair 
of Paul's. He was ilways Grateful, althougft 
thole men who meiſured their Services not 
by their Duties, or their Metits, but by their 
ExpeQations from His Fortune; thought Him 
not Liberal. He choſe rather not to burthen 
His People by Subſidies, than load particular 
Servants with unequal Bounties.” For Good 
Princes chuſe to be loved rather for their Bene- 
fits to the Community than for thoſe to private 
perſons. And it muy be Vanity and Oftentation, 
but not Liberality, when the gifts'of the Prince 
are not proportioned to the Common Neceſſity. 
His ſparings were like thoſe of Indulgent Fa- 
thers , that His Subjedts as' Children might 
have'the more. He' never, like fubtle and 
rapacious Kings, made or pretended a Neceſ- 
ſity for Taxes, but 'was troubled when He 
found it. 'The Contributions of Parliament” 
He eſteemed not the increaſe of His peculiar 
Treaſure, but the Proviſions for the Com- 
mon Safety, of which He would rather be 
accounted a Steward than a Lord. When 
Faction and Sedition ſo deluded the People 
that they could not'ſee the preſervation of the: 


wn conliſted in contributing (ſome ſmall 
part, 


part, He freely parted with His own -Inheri- 
tance to preſerve intire to them the price of 
their Sweat and Labour. 


As He had theſe Moral Vertues, which are 
both the ſignatures of Ma- | 
jeſty , and the Ornaments His IntelleGual 


_ of a Royal Spirit, ſo He Abilities. 


was.no leſs compleat in the 
IntelleFual. His Underſtanding was asCom- 
prehenfive as His Juſt Power, and He was Ma- 


 ſter of more ſorts of Knowledge than He was 


of Nations. How much He knew of the 
Myſteries and Controverſies of Divinity was 


_ evident in His Diſcourſes and Papers with 


Henderſon , and thoſe at the Iſle of Wight, 
where He ſingly Diſputed for Epiſcopacy one 
whole day againſt Fifteen Commiſſioners and 
their Four Chaplains, (the moſt experienced 
and ſubtle members of all the Oppoſite Party, 
with ſo much Acuteneſs and Felicity, that even 
His Oppoſers admired Him: He ſo dexte- 
rouſly managed His Diſcourſe with the: Mi- 
niſters,that He made it eyident they. perſwad- 
ed Him to that which they themſclves judged 
unlawful, and had condemned ;as Sacriledge, 
when they pretended to fatisfie the.Scruples 
of His Conſcience, and «to; afſure_Him He 
might ſafely alienate the Church: Lands.':And 
the Commiſhoners ſenſible how unequal their 
Miniſters were to diſcourſe with, Him, for 

ever. 


ever after filenced them, and permitted no 
Difputes but by Papers. At that time He ex- 
ceeded the opinion. of His friends about 
Him. One of them ſaid in aſtoniſhment, 
that Certainly God had infpired Him. Ano- 
ther, that His Majeſty was to a Wonder ins 
proved by His Privacies and AfﬀfiGions. Bat a 
third, that had had the Honour of a nearer 
Service, —_— them _ the King was ne- 
wer leſs, only He had now the opportunity of a 

_ in His full Magnitude. of dvd 


In the Law of the Land He was as know- 
ing (as Himſeif ſaid to the Parricides, yet 
was no boaſter of His own Parts) as any 
Gentleman in Ezgla»d, who did not profeſs 
the Publick Practice of it : eſpecially thoſe 
Parts of it which concerned the Commerce 
between King and People. In that Art 
Which is peculiar to Princes, Reaſor: of State, 
He knew as much as the moſt proſperous Con- 
temporary Kings, or their moſt exerciſed 
Miniſters, yet ſcorned to follow thoſe Rules 

of it which lead from the Paths of Juſtice. 
The Reſerves that other Princes uſed in their 
Leagues and Contradts, to colour the breaches 
of Faith, and thoſe inglorious and dark In- 
trigues of ſubtle Politicians, He did perfe&- 
ly abhor: but His Letrers, Declarations , 
Speeches, Meditations, are full of that Po- 
litical Wiſdom which is conſiſtent with Chrt- 
1246 ſtianity: 
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theſe Myſteries, and ſo early/ artived*to the 
Knowledge of it; that when He' was young, 

and had juſt gotten out of the: Court and 

Power of Spain, He cenſured the weakneſs 

of that Myſterious Council. For He was no 

ſooner on Shipboard, but the firſt words He 

ſpake were, I diſcovered two Errors in thoſe 

great Maſters of Policy 3 One that they would 
uſe Me ſo It, and another that after ſuch Uſage 

they permitted Me to Depart. | 


As thoſe former parts of Knowledge did 
inable Him to know Mex, and | 
how to manage their different His Skill in 
humours, and to temper them all Arts. 
to a fitneſs for Society , and | 
make them ſerviceable to the Glory of that 
God whoſe Miniſter He was: ſo His Soul 
was ſtored witha full Knowledge of the Na- 
ture of Things, and eafily comprehended al» 
moſt all kinds of Arts that either were-for 
Delight or of a Publick Uſe 3 for He was ig- 
norant of nothing but of what He thought 
it became Him to be negligent, ( for many 
parts of Learning that are for the Ornament 
of a Private perſon are beneath the Cares of 
a Crowned Head.) He was well skilled in 
things of Antiquity, could judge of Meddals © 
whether they had the number of years they 
pretended unto 3\ His Libraries and Cabinets

in Heaven, that I never had any thoughts of

was reſolved to bear much, and did ſo; but I 
did not think My ſelf bound to proſticute rhe- 


, Majeſty of my Place and Perſon, the ſafety of 
' my Wife and Children, to thoſe who are 


prone to inſult moſt, when they have objeQts 
and opportunity molt capable of their rude- 
neſs and petulancy. 

But this buſineſs of the Tumults ( whereof 
ſome have given already an account to God, 
others yet living know themſelves deſperate- 
ly guilty) Time and the guilt of many hath 
ſo ſmothered up and buried, that I think ic 
beſt toleave itas it is; OnlyT believe the juſt 
Avenger of all diſorders will in time make 
thoſe men and that City ſee their Sin in the 
glaſs of their Puniſhment. 'Tis more than an' 
even lay, that they may one day ſee them- 
ſelves puniſhed by that way they offended.

them at firſt in ſo high a ſervice and ſo ſuc- 
ceſsful to them,ſhould not find mercy enough 
to forgive him who had ſo much premerited 
of them : For Apoltalie unto Loyalty ſome 
men account the moſt unpardonable fin. 
Nor did a folitary Vengeance ſerve the 
| | turn; 
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turn; the cutting off one Head in. a Family 
is not enough to expiate the affront done to 
the Head of the Common-weal : The eldeſt 
Son muſt be involved in the puniſhment, as 
he was infeQed with the fin of the Father 
againſt the Father of his Country : Root and 
Branch God cuts off in one day. . 

Theſe obſervations are obvious to every 
fancy. God knows, I was ſo far from rejoy- 
cing in the Horhams ruine, (though it were 
ſuch as was able to give the greateſt thirſt for 
revenge a full draught, being executed by 
them who firſt employed him againſt Me ) 
that T ſo far pitied him,as I thought he at firſt 
ated more againſt the light of his Canſcience 
' thanT hope many other men do in the ſame 
Caule. 

For he was never thought to be of that ſu- 
perſtitious ſowrneſs which ſome men pretend 
to in matters of Religion; which ſo darkens 
their Judgment, that . they cannot ſee any 
thing of Sin and Rebellion in thoſe means 
they uſe, with intents to reform to their Mo- 
dels, of what they call Religion, who think 
all is gold of Piety, which doth but gliſter 
with a ſhew of Zeal and fervency. 

Sir John Hotham was (I think ) a man of 
' another temper, and ſo moſt liable to thoſe 
down-righttemptations of Ambition, which 
bavenocloak or cheat of Religion to impoſe 
upon themſelves or others. 

That which makes Me more pity him is,

For I think Clemency a debt which we 
ought to pay to thoſe thar craveit, when we

Poor Gentleman, he 1s now become a no- 
table monument of unproſperous Diſloyalty, 
teaching the world by ſo ſad and unfortunate 
a ſpeQtacle, That the rude carriage ofa Sub- 
jet towards his Soveraign carries always its 
own Vengeance as an unſeparable ſhadow 
with it; and thoſe oft prove the moſt fatal 
and implacable Executioners of it, who were 
the firtt Imployers in the ſervice. 

Afﬀter-times will diſpute it, whether Ho- 
tham were more infamous at Hullor at Tower- 
hill: though'tis certain that no puniſhment ſo 
ſtains a mans Honour, as wiltul perpetrations 
of unworthy aCtions ; which beſides the con- 
{cience ofthe ſin, brand with moſt indeleble 
characters of infamy the name and memory 
| to Poſterity, who not engaged in the FaQ1- 
ons of the times, have the moſt impartial re- 
flections on the actions. | |

I cannot hinder 'other mens thoughts, 
whom the noiſe and ſhew of Piety and heat 
for Reformation and Religion might eaſily ſo 
fill with Prejudice, that all equality and 
clearneſs of Judgment might be obſtructed. 
But this was and is, as to my belt obfervati- 
on, the true ſtate of affairs between us,when 
they firſt raiſed an Army, with this deſign, 
either to ſtop my mouth, or to force my 
Conſent.

I believe my Innocency-and unpreparedneſs 
toaſſert my Rights and Honour, makes Me 
the moreguilty in their eſteem ; who would 
not ſo eaſily have declared a War againſt Me, 
if I had firſt aſſaulted them. 

They knew my chiefeſt Arms Ieft Me, 
were thoſe only which the ancient Chriſti- 
ans were wont to ule againſt their Perſecu- 
tors, Prayers and Tears. Theſe may ſerve 
a good mans turn, if not to Conquer as a 
Souldier, yet to Suffer as a Martyr. 1 

Their preventing of Me, and ſurprizing 
my Caſtles, Forts, Arms and Navy, with 
the Militia, 1s ſo far beſt for Me, that it may 
drive Me from putting any truſt in thearm 
of fleſh, and wholly to caſt My ſelf into the 
protection of the living God, who can fave 
by tew, . or none, :as well as by many.

the Militia ſo muchin reference to My own 
protection, as my Peoples. 

Their many and ſore Oppreſfſions grieve 
Me; Tam above My own: what I wantin 
the hands of Force and Power, I have in the 
wings of Faith and Prayer. | 

But this 1s the ſtrange method theſe men 
will needs take, to reſolve their Riddle of 
making Me a Glorious King, by taking 
away my Kingly Power : Thus IT ſhall be- 
come a Support to my Friends, and a Ter- 
ror tomy Enemies, by being unable to ſuc- 
cour the one, or ſuppreſs the other. 

For thus have they deſigned and propoſed 
to Me the new modelling of Soveraignty and 
Kingſhip, as without any reality of Power, 
ſowithout any neceſſity of SubjeQtion and 
Obedience : That the Majeſty of the Kings 
of Exgland might hereafter hang, like Ma- 
homet's Tomb, by a magnetick Charm, be- 
tween the Power and Priviledges of the 
Two: Houſes, in an aiery imagination of

But I believe the ſurfeit of too much Pow- 
er which ſome men have greedily ſeized on, 
and now ſeek wholly to devour, ' will ere 


. long make the Common-wealth- ſick both of 
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ing with the ftomachs of fellow-SubjeQts. 


Fears and importunities, both to ſecure my 
Friends,and overcome mine Enemies,to gain 
the peace of all, by depriving My ſelf of a ſole 
power to help or hurtany ; yielding the M;- 
litia ( which is My undoubted Right no leſs 
than the Crown) to be diſpoſed of astheT wo 
Houſes ſhall think fit during My time. 

So willing am I to bury all Jealouſies in 
them of Me, and to liveabove all Jealouſies of 
them as to My ſelf: I defire not to be fafer 
than I wiſh them and my People. If I had 
the ſole actual diſpoſing of the Mzl:tia, 1 
could not protect my People further than they 
protected Me and themſelves : ſo that the uſe 
of the Mzitia1s mutual. I would but defend 


Subjects from thoſe mens violenceand fraud, 
who, conſcious to their own evil merits and 


none but Wolves are fit to he truſted with the 

cuſtody of the Shepherd and his Flock. Miſer- 
ableexperience hath taught my Subjects, ſince 
- Power hath been wreſted from Me, andem- 
ployed equal Me and them, That neither 
can be ſate, if both be.not in ſuch a way as 
the Law hath entruſted the publick ſafety

Haply, when men have tried the: horrors 
and malignant influence which will certainly 
follow my enforced darkneſs and Eclipſe (oc- 
caſioned by the interpoſition and ſhadow of 
that Body, which, as the Moon, receiveth its 
ehiefeſt light from Me, ) they will at length 
moreeſteem and welcome the reſtored glory 
and bleſſing ofthe Sun's light. 

Andif at preſent I may ſeem by my rece 
ding ſo much from the uſe of my Right in the 
Power of the M/itia,to come ſhort of the dif:

For My ſelf, I do not-think that I can want 
anything which providential neceſlity is plea- 
ſed to take from Me, in order to my Peoples 
tranquillity and God's Glory, whole proteCti- 
on is ſufficient for Me; and he is able, by his 
being with Me, abundantly to compenſate to 
Me,as he did to Job, whatever Honor, Power, 
or Liberty the Chaldzars, the Sabears, or the 
Devil himfelf can deprive Me of.

Yet, by a ſtrange fatality, theſe men ſuffer, 
either by their abſence, or ſilence, or negli- 
gence, or ſupine credulity, ( believing that all 
is good which is gilded with ſhews of Zeal 
and Reformation ) their private diſſenting in 
Judgment to be drawn into the common ſew- 
er or ſtream of the preſent vogue and humor ; 
which hath its chief riſeand abetment from 
thoſe Popular Clamors and Tumults, which 
ſerved to give life and ſtrength to the infinire 
activity of thoſe men,who ſtudied with all di- 
ligence and policy to improve to their Inno- 
vating deligns the preſent DiſtraQions.

But yet I cannot allow their wiſdom ſuch a 


compleatneſs and inerrability as to exclude 
My ſelf ; ſince none of them hath that Part 
to att, that Truſt to diſcharge, nor that Eſtate 
and Honor to preſerve, as My ſelf; without 
whoſe Reaſon concurrent with theirs ( as the 
Suns influence is neceſſary in all Natures pro- 
ductions ) they cannot beget or bring forth

God knows, as I can with truth waſh my 

hands in Innocency as to any Guilt in that: 
Rebellion ; ſo I might waſh them in my 
Tears, as to the {ad apprehenſions I had to 
ſee it ſpread ſo far and make ſuch waſte, 
And this in a time,- when Diſtractions and 
Jea'ouſies here in Ez-glaxd made moſt men 
rather intent to their own ſafety, or deſigns 
they were driving, than to the relief of rhok 
who were every day inhumanely butchered 
inIlreland.; whole Tears and Bloud might, 
if nothing elſe, have quenched, or at leaſt 
for a time repreſſed and ſmorhered; thoſe 
ſparks of Civil Difſentions and Jealoufies 
whchin Ezgl/and ſome men moſt induſtri 
oully ſcattered. 

I would to God no man had been leſs at 
fected with Ireland's ſad eſtate than My fel, 
T offered togo My ſelf in Perſon upon that 
expedition : But ſome men were either 
afraid I ſhould have any one Kingdom quiet- 
ed; or loth they were to ſhoot at any mark 
here leſs than My ſelf; or that any ſhould 
have the glory of my Deſtruction but them- 
ſelves. Had my many offers been accepted, 
I am confident neither the Ruine had beenfo 
great, nor the Calamity ſo long, nor the 
Remedy {o deſperate. 

So that, next to the ſin of thoſe who be- 
gan that Rebellion, theirs muſt needs be,

great Argument of the truth of their Religh | 
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who either hindred the ſpeedy ſuppreſſing of 
itby Domeſtick Diſſentions, or diverted the 
Aids, or exaſperated the Rebels to the moſt 
deſperate reſolutions and actions, by threat- 
ning all Extremities, not only to theknown 
Heads and chief Incendiaries, but: even to 
the whole community of that Nation ; re- 
ſolving to deſtroy Root and branch, men, 
women and children, without any regard 
to thoſe uſual pleas for Mercy which Con- , 
querors, 'not wholly barbarous, are wont to 
hear from their own breatits in behalf of thoſe 
whoſe oppreſſive Fears, rather than their 
Malice, engaged them ; or whoſe imbecilli- 
ty for Sex and Age was ſuch, as they could 
neither liftup a hand againſt them, nor di- 
ſtinguiſh between their right hand and thetr, 
left. Which prepoſterous and (I think ) 
un-evangelical Zeal is too like that of the re- 
buked Diſciples, who would go no lower 1n 
their revenge, than to call for tire from Hea- 
ven upon whole Cities for the repulſe or 
neglect of a few; or like that of Jacob's 
Sons, which the Father both blamed and 
curſed : chuſing rather to uſe all extremities 
which might drive men to deſperate obſtina- 
cy, than to apply moderate remedies ; ſuch 
as might puniſh ſome with exemplary Ju- 
ſtice, yet diſarm others, with tenders of 
mercy upon their ſubmitſion, and our pro- 
tection of them from the tury of thoſe who 
would ſoon drown them if they refuſed to 
G 4 {wim 
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ſwim down the popular ftream with them.” 

But ſome kind of Zeal counts all merciful 
moderation Lukewarmnelſs, and had rather 
be cruel than counted cold, and is not ſel- 
dom - more greedy to kill the Bear for his 
Skin, than forany harm he hath done; the 
confiſcation of mens Eſtates being more be- 
neficial, than the Charity of ſaving their 
Lives, or reforming their Errors. 

When all proportionable ſuccours of the 
poor Proteſtants in 1re/and ( who were daily 
maſſacred, and overborn-with numbers of 
now deſperate Enemies ) was diverted and 
obſtructed here, I was earneſtly entreated 
and generally adviſed by the chief of the 
Proteltant party there, to get them ſome 
reſpite and breathing by a ceſſation, with- 
out which they ſaw no probability ( unlels 
by Miracle ) to preſerve the remnant that 
had yet eſcaped. God knows with how 
much Commilſeration and ſolicitous Caution Þþ 
I carried on that buſineſs, by perſons of Ho- 
nour and Integrity, that ſo I might neither 
mcourage the Rebels Infolence, nor diſcou: 
_rage the Proteſtants Loyalty and Patience. 

Yet when this was effected in the beſt ſort 
that the neceſſity and difficulty of affairs 
would then permit,I was then to ſuffer again 
11 my Reputation and Honour, becauſe I ſuf- 
jered not the Rebels utterly to devour the re- 
maining handtuls of the Proteſtants there. 
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*  f thought that in all reaſon, the gaining 
of that reſpite could not be ſo much to the 


Rebels advantages ( which ſome have highly 
calumniated againſt Me) as it might have 
been for the Proteſtants futureas well as pre. 
ſent ſafety ; if during the time of that Ceſ: 
ſation, ſoine men had had the grace to have 
laid Ireland's ſad condition more to heart, 
and laid aſide thoſe violent motions which 
were here carried on by thoſe that had better 
Skill to let bloud than to ſtanch it, 

But in all the miſconſ{truQtions of my ARi- 
ons, ( which are prone to find more credu- 
lity in men to what is falſe and .evil, than 
love or charity to what is true and good ) as 
I have no Judge but God above Me ; ſo I 
can have comfort to appeal to his- Omniſci- 
ence, who doth not therefore deny my' Inno- 
cence, becauſe he is pleaſed ſo far to try my 
Patience, as he did his ſervant Job's. 

I have enough to do to look to my own 
Conſcience, and the faithful diſcharge of my 
Truſtasa KING: TI have ſcarce leiſureto 
conſider thoſe ſwarms of reproaches which 
iſſue out of ſome mens mouths and hearts, 
as calily as {moke or ſparks do out of a fur- 
nace ; much leſs to make ſuch prolix Apolo- 
gies as might give thoſe men ſatisfaction, 
who conſcious to their own depth of wick- 
edneſs, are loth to believeany man not to be 
as bad as themſelves, OP 
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can but att the one, I ſhall not muckrregard 
to hear the other. | wr 

I thank God, I can hear with patience ag 
bad as my worſt Enemies can falſly ſay ; 
and I hope I ſhall {till do better than they de. 
fire or deſerve I ſhould. 

I believe it will at laſt appear, that they 
who firſt began to embroil my other King- 
doms, are in great part guilty, if not of the 
firſt letting out, yet of the not timely (top. 
ping, thole horrid effuſions of bloud in Ire- 
land. | | 
W hich ( whatever my Enemies pleaſe to 
ſay or think } I look upon, as that of my 
other Kingdoms, exhauſted out of My own | 
veins'; no man being ſo much weakned by it 
as My ſelf. And I hope, though mens un- 
fatiable Cruelties never will, yet the Mercy

HE Presbyterian Scots are' not to be 
T hired at the ordinary rate of Auxilia- 
ries ; nothing will induce them to engage, 
till thoſe that call them in have pawned their 
Souls to them by a Solemn League and Co- 
venant : 

Where many engines of Religious and 
fair pretenſions are brought, chiefly to bat- 
ter or rale Epiſcopacy. This they 'make 
the grand evil Spirit, which, with fome 
other Imps purpoſely added, to make it more 


.odious and terrible to: the Vulgar, muſt by 


ſo-ſolemn/a Charm and Exorcilm be caſt ont 
of this Church, after more than a thouſand 
years poſſeſſion here, from the firſt plantati- 
on iof Chriſtianity in this Iſland, and. an 


univerſal preſcription of time and praCtice 


in all other Churches ſince the Apoſtles times 
till this laſt Century. 

But no Antiquity muſt plead for it : Preſ- 
bytery, like a young Heir, thinks the Father 
hath lived long enough ; and impatient not 
to be in the Biſhops Chair and Authority

Alttiaþh I am unſatisfied with many

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was divine) after that Chriſtians were mul- 
tiplied to many Congregations, and Pref- 
byters with them, appointed this way of 
Government, which might belt preſerve 
Order and Union with Authority. 

So that I conceive it was not the Favour of 
Princes or Ambition of Presbyters, but the 
Wiſdom and Piety of the Apoltles, that firſt 
ſetled Biſhops in the Church ; which: Au- 
thority chey conſtantly uſed, and enjoyed in 
thoſe times which were pureſt for Religion, 
though ſharpeſt for Perſecution. - - 

Not that I am againſt the managing of 
this Preſidency and Authority in one man 
by the joynt counſel and conſent of many 

resbyters-: I-have offered to reſtore that, as a 
fit means to avoid thoſe Errors, Corruptions 
and Partialities which are incident to any 
one man; alſo to avoid Tyratiny, which 
becomes no Chriſtians, leaſt of all Church- 
men; beſides, it will be a means to rake 
away that burthen and'/o4iu of affairs which 
may lie too: heavy on one mans ſhoulders, 
asindeed I think it formerly did on the. Bi- 
ſhops here. 

' Nor can-I ſee what can be more agreeable 
both to reaſon and Religion, than ſuch a 


frame of Government which is Paternal, 
not Magiſterial : and wherein not only the 


neceſſity of avoiding Fattion and Confulion, 
which are

-ofwhich, the Apoſtolical Wiſdom ( which 
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FunQion ; but alſo the difterences of ſome 
Miniſters gifts, and aptitudes for. Goverg 
ment. above others, doth invite to, imploy 
them, in reference to thoſe Abilities where 
in they are eminent. | | | 

Nor is this Judgment of Mine touching 
Epiſcopacy any preoccupation of Opinion, 
which will not admit any oppoſitions againſt 
it : It is well known I have endeavoured to 
fatisfie My ſelf in what the chief Patrons far 
other ways can ſay againſt this, or for theirs; 
And I find, as they have far leſs of Scripture 
grounds and of Reaſon ; ſo for Example, 
and Practice of the Church, or teſtimonigz 
of Hiſtories, they are wholly deſtitute, 
wherein the whole ſtream runs ſo-for Epilco 
pacy, that there is not the leaſt rivulet for 
any others. i 
, Asfor thoſe obtruded Examples of ſome 
late Reformed Churches, (for many retain 
Biſhops ſtill ) whom neceſſity of times and 
affairs rather excuſeth than commendeth for 
their Inconformityto all Antiquity; I could 
neyer ſee. any realon why Churches orderh 
reformed, and governed by Biſhops, ſhould 
be 'forced to conform: to thoſe: few, rather 
than to the Catholick 'example. of all Anci 
ent Churches which needed no Reformatt 
on,. and to thoſe Churches at this day, who,

Nor.1s it ahy point of Wiſdom or Chari- 
iy where Chriſtians differ, (as many doin 
ſome points) there to widen the differences, 
and at once to give all the Chriſtian world 
(except a handful of ſome Proteſtants) ſo 
great a ſcandal in poirit of Church-goyern- 
ment ; whom though you may convince of 
their Errors in ſome points of DoEtrine, yer 
you ſhall never perſwade them, that ro com- 
pleat their Reformation, they mult necefſa- 
rilydeſert and wholly caft off that Govern- 
ment which: they and all before them have 
ever owned as Cathohck, Primitive and 
Apoſtolical, ſo far, that never Schiſmaticks 
nor Hereticks ( except thoſe Aerians ) have 
frayed from the Unity and Conformity of 
the Church in that point, ever having Bi- 
hops above Presbyrers.

The greateſt Pretender of them deſires not 
more than I do, that the Church ſhould he

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never ſee any probable ſhew for any other 
ways : who either content themſelves with 
the examples of ſome Churches in their in- 
fancy and ſolitude, when one Presbyter 
might ſerve one Congregation, in a City or 
Country ; or elſe they deny theſe moſt evi- 
dent Truths, That the Apoſtles were Bi- 
ſhops over thoſe Presbyters they ordained as 
well as over the Churches they planted ; and 
That Government being neceflary for the 
Churches well-being, when multiplied and 
ſociated, muſt alſo neceſſarily deſcend fron 
the Apoſtles to others, after the example of 
that power and ſuperiority they had above 
others ; which could not end with their Per- 
ſons, ſince the uſe and Ends of ſuch Govern- 
ment {till continue. | 

It is moſt ſure, that the pureſt Primitive 
and beſt Churches flouriſhed under Epiſco- 
pacy ; and may ſo ſtill, if Ignorance, Super-

Furthermore, as to My particular engage- 
ment above other men, by an Oath agreeable 
to my Judgment, I am folemply obliged to 
preſerve that Government and the Rights of 
the Church. 

Were I convinced of the Unlawfulneſs of 
the FunCtion,as Antichriſtian, { which ſome 
men boldly, but weakly, calumniate ) I could 
ſoon with Judgmeat break that Oath, which 
erroneouſly was taken by Me. 

But being daily by the beſt diſquiſition of 
Truth more confirmed in the Reaſon and Re- 
Iigion of that to which Iam ſworn, how can 
any man that wiſheth not my Damnation, 
perſwade Me at once to ſo notorious and 
combined ſins of Sacriledge and Perjury ? be- 
ſides the many perſonal Injuſtices I muſt do 
to many worthy men, whoare as legally in- 
veſted in their Eſtates as any who ſeek to de: 
prive them ; and they have by no Law been 
convicted of thoſe Crimes which might for- 
feit their Eſtates and Livelihoods. 

I have oft wondred, how men pretending 
to Tendernels of Conſcience and Reforms 
tion, canat once tell Me, that my Corons 
tion- Oath binds Me to conſent to whatſo- 
ever they ſhall propound to Me ( which they 
urge with ſuch Yiolence) though contrary

that I thought neither 'My ſelf nor others 
ſhould need to.uſe the ſecond, if once we 
rightly underſtood each other. 5 

Nor did I ever think it a Diminution of 
Me, to prevent them with expreſſes of my 
Deſires, and even Importunities to Treat: 
It being an office not oaly of Humanity, .ra- 
ther to uſe Reaſon than Force ; but allo of 
Chriſtianity, to ſeek peace and enſue zt. . 

As I was very unwillingly compelled to 
defend My ſelf with Arms, ſo I very wil: 
lingly embraced any thing tending to Peace, 

The events of all War by the Sword be- 
ing very dubious, and of a. Civil War un- 
comfortable ; the End hardly recompenciag, 
and late repairing the miſchief of the Means. 

Nordid any ſucceſs I had ever enhaunce 
with Me the price of Peace, as earneſtly de- 
ſired by Meas any man, though I was like to 
pay dearer for.it than any man: All-that] 
ſought. to reſerve was mine. Honor and my 
Conſcience; the one I could not part with 
as. a KING, the other asa Chriſtian. : ; 
The Treaty at Uxbridge gaye the; faireſt 
hopes-of an. happy Compoluype ;. had others 
applied themſelves to it with the ſame Moder 
ration asI did, I am confident the War;had

moval of theſe Preſſures and Indignities, 
which his Juſtice by the very unjuſt hands 
of ſome of my Subjects hath been pleaſed to 
lay upon Me, I cannot tell : nor am I much 
ſolicitous what Wrong I ſuffer from men, 
while I retain in my Soul whar I believeis 
rightbefore God,

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T have offered all for Reformation and 
Safety that in Reaſon, Honour and Coaſct- 
ence I can; reſerving only what I cannot . 
conſent unto without an irreparable injury to 
my own Soul, the Church, and my People, 
and to You alſo, 4s the next and undoubted 
Heir of my Kingdoms. ' 

To which it the Divine Providence, to 
whom no Difficulties are inſuperable, ſhall ' 
in his due time after My deceaſe bring You, 
as I hope he will, my Counſel and Charge to 
Youis, that You ſerioully conſider the for- 
mer real or objected Miſcarriages which 
might occaſion My Troubles, that You may 
avoid them. f 

Never repoſe ſo much upon any mans 
ſingle Counſel, Fidelity, and Diſcretion, 
in managing affairs of the firſt magnitude, 
(that 1s, - matters of Religion and Juſtice ) 
asto create in Your ſelf or others a difh- 
dence of Your own Judgment, which is 
likely to be always more conſtant and im- 
partial to the intereſts of your Crown and 


Kingdom than any mans. ' 


Next, beware of exaſperating any FaCti- 
ons by the croſneſs and aſperity ot ſome mens 
Paſſions, Humours, or private Opinions, 
imployed by You, grounded only upon the 
difterences 1n leſſer matters, which are but 
the skirts and ſuburbs of Religion. 

Woherein a charitable Connivence and 
Chriſtian Toleration ofcen diſſipates their

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ſtrength whom rougher oppoſition fortifies, 
and puts the deſpiſed and oppreſſed Party' 
 into-ſuch Combinations, as may moſt enable 
them to get a full revenge on thoſe they 
count their Perſecutors; who are common- 
ly affiſted by that Vulgar commiſerarion 
which attends all that are ſaid to ſuffer under 
the notion of Religion, 

Provided the Differences amount not ta 
aninfolent oppoſition of Laws and Govern- 
ment, or Religion eſtabliſhed, as to the el- 
ſentials of them : Such motions and minings 
are intolerable. 

Always keep up ſolid Piety, and thoſe 


Fundamental Truths which mend both 


hearts and lives of men, with impartial Fa- 
your and Juſtice. | 

Take heed that outward circumſtances 
and formalities of Religion devour not all or 


the beſt incouragements of Learning, Indu-I 


ſtry and Piety; but with an equal eye and 
impartial, hand diſtribute favours and re- 
wards toall men, as You find them for their 
real Goodneſs, both in Abilities and Fidel: 
| ity, worthy and capable of them. 

This will be ſure to gain You the hearts 
| ofthe beſt, andthe moſt too ; who, though 


they be not good themſelves, yet are glad to 


ſee the ſeverer ways of Vertue at any time 
{weetned by temporal rewards. 

 T have, You ee, conflicted with different 
and oppoſite FaQtions ; ( for ſo I muſt no 
= = Call 
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calland count all thoſe that a& not in any 
copformity to the Laws eſtabliſhed in 
Church and State: ) No ſooner have they 
by force ſubdued what they counted their 
Common Enemy, (that is, all thoſe that 
adhered to the Laws and to Me ) and are fe- 
cured from that fear, but they are divided 
to ſo high a.rivalty, as ſets them more at de- 
fance againſt each other than againſt their 
firſt Antagoniſts. 

' Time will difſipate all Factions, when 


once the rough horns of private mens cove- 


tous and ambitious deſigns ſhall diſcover 
themſelves, which were at firſt wrapd up 
and hidden under the ſoft and {ſmooth pre- 
tenſions of Religion, Reformation, and Li- 
berty. As the Wolf is not leſs cruel, ſohe 
will be more juſtly hated, when he ſhall ap- 
pear no better than a Wolf under Sheeps 


cloathing. 


But as for the ſeduced Train of the Vul- 
gar, who 1n their ſimplicity follow thoſe diſ- 
guiſes, My charge and counſel to You is, 
That as You need no palliations for any de- 
ſigns, (as other men) ſo that You ſtudy re- 
ally to exceed (in true andconſtant demon- 
ſtrations of Goodneſs, Piety and Vertue, 


towards the People ) even all thoſe men that 


make the greateſt noiſe and oſtentations of 


Religion ; ſo You ſhall neicher fear any de- 


tection, (as they do who have but the face 
and mask of Goodneſs ; ) nor ſhall You fru-

who cannot in reaſon promiſe themſelvegfo 
much good from any Subjects Novelties, as 
from the vertuous Conſtancy of their King. 

W hen theſe mountains. of congealed Fa-

and the ſplendor of Your Vertues be thawed 
and diſſipated, and the abuſed Vulgar ſhall 
have learned, that none are greater Opprel- 
ſors of their Eſtates, Liberties and Conſct. 
ences, than thoſe men that entitle themſelves 
the Patrons and Vindicators of them, only 
to uſurp power over them ; let then no Pal. 
ſion betray You to any ſtudy of Revenge up- 
on thoſe whoſe own Sin and Folly will ſuffÞ 
ciently puniſh them in due time, 

But as ſoon as the forked arrow of faCtious 
Emulations is drawn out, uſe all Princely 
artsand Clemency to heal the Wounds ; that 
the {mart of the Cure may not equal the an- 
guiſh of the Hurt. 

I have offered AQts of Indemnity and Obli- 
vion to fo great a latitude, as may include 
all that can but ſuſpe&t themſelves to beany 
way obnoxious to the Laws; and- which 
might ſerve to exclude all future Jealoulies 
and Inſecurities. 

I would have You always propenſe to the 
ſame way ; whenever it ſhall be deſired and 
accepted, let it be granted, not only as an 
Act of State-policy and Neceflity, ' but of 
Chriſtian Charity and Choice, .

and gentle hand, if ſome mens Precipitancy 
had not violently demanded ſuch rude Alte- 
rations as would have quite deſtroyed all the 
Beauty and Proportions of the whole. 
" The ſcandal of the late Troubles, which

Nor would the events of this Black Par- 
liament have been other than ſuch ( however 
much biaſſed by FaQtions in the EleCtions ) 
if it had been preſerved from the Inſolencies 
of Popular lidates and Tumultuary impre{- 
ſions: The ſad efftets of which will, no 
doubt, make all Parliaments after this more 
cautiousto preſerve that Freedom and Ho-
